Carey School Aid Veto Triggers Revolt 


ALBANY -Go v . Hu gh L. C arey , claim ­ 
ing that state legislatu re appro v al o f this 
y ears state aid to edu catio n fo rmu la 
wo u ld resu lt in a $37 millio n o v erru n, has 
v eto ed the package and sent it hack to the 
legislatu re. 
The o v erall package had called fo r a 
$116 millio n increase in state aid fo r the 
nex t scho o l y ear as o ppo sed to Carey ’s 
o riginal pro po sal fo r cu ts o f u pwards o f 
$110 millio n. Ulster Co u nty scho o ls wo u ld 
hav e lo st $1.6 millio n u nder the o riginal 
( arey fo rmu la. They sto o d to gain abo u t 
$240,000 u nder the fo rmu la hammered 
o u t two weeks ago and v eto ed last night. 
The go v erno r made the anno u ncement 
in an early mo rning press' co nference in 
his o ffice, citing amo ng his reaso ns the 
adv ice o f State Co mptro ller Arthu r !>ev itt 
who Carey said warned that a bu dget o u t 
o f balance wo u ld serio u sly jeo pardize the 
state s chances o f bo rro wing almo st $3 
billio n when it go es to the mo ney market 
nex t mo nth. 
I he reactio n in the legislatu re ranged 
fro m sho ck to o u trage. Senate Majo rity 
leader Warren Anderso n called the v eto 


"mo st u nfo rtu nate and an egregio u s mis­ 
take." He pro mised an effo rt to o v erride 
the measu re. 
Assembly Speaker Stanley Steingu t 
said he was “dismay ed to learn o f these 
11th ho u r edu catio n department co m­ 
pu ter ru ns u po n which the go v erno r has 
based his v eto message." 
Dirai legislato rs had mix ed reactio ns. 
State Senato r Kdwy n E. Maso n, R-48 th

Dist., said he hadn't heard that mu ch 
abo u t it since Carey had anno u nced the 
decisio n in the early mo rning ho u rs after 
the legislatu re adjo u rned. “There’s a co n­ 
stant argu ment between the Go v erno r 
and the legislativ e leaders and they nev er 
agree o n the figu res as to ju st ho w mu ch 
is av ailable," he said.

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Schermerho rn, R 40th, Dist,, charged the 
go v erno r with betray al o f bo th the legisla 
to re and lo cal scho o l districts “ He sent 
u p a message o f necessity o n this,"

Scherm erhorn indicated that there had 
been an agreement between the iegisl a-

“The o fficial wo rd," Carey qu ipped, "is 
that o ne bill flu nked the Regents’ math 
test." 
He said the scho o l aid fo rmu la wo u ld 
"get a re-ex am, that's all." 
If the go v erno rs v eto is rev ersed it 
wo u ld be the tirst su ch case since 187 2.

Gus Hall Makes Sug g estio ns fo r Better Wo rld

POUGHKEEPSIE—Gu s Hall, who as 
general secretary o f the American Co m­ 
mu nist Party since 1959 has risen fro m 
the FBI’s mo st wanted list to a place o n 
the presidential ballo t, came to Vassar 
Co llege Tu esday night and spo ke to a 
capacity au dience in Blo dgett Hall. 


Altho u gh dedicated Marx ists are no t 
necessarily kno wn fo r their sense o f hu ­ 
mo r, Hall sho wed flashes o f wit that drew 
a warm respo nse fro m the au dience, a 
cro ss-sectio n o f all ages fro m y o u ng stu ­ 
dents to senio r citizens. 
“ Yo u r inv itatio n has taken Vassar o ff a 
certain list I hav e," he said. "It’s also tru e 


that my being here may pu t y o u o n so me 
o ther list.” 


Hall, bo rn Arv o Ku sta Halberg in M in­ 
neso ta 66 y ears ago , was the third and 
final speaker fo r the Blanche Kahn me­ 
mo rial lectu re series jo intly spo nso red 
with the co llege. 
Sto cky and gray ing, he spo ke with a 
firm air o f co nv ictio n and, as ex pected, 
v iewed the cu rrent state o f affairs as part 
o f an inev itable transitio n fro m capital­ 
ism to so cialism. 
Likening so ciety to a v o lcano no w 
ru mbling after a lo ng perio d o f stability , 
Hall said the u pheav als will no t sto p. 
"They are part o f an ev o lu tio nary pro c­ 


ess,” he said. 
"The transitio n fro m 
feu dalism to capitalism was inev itable. 
We are no w in the center o f a mo v e fro m 
capitalism to so cialism." 


Hall said U.S. fo reign po licy is in a 
crisis becau se it is "o n the wro ng side o f 
a wo rld pro cess,” say ing the U.S. backed 
the wro ng side in Chile and Po rtu gal and 
is no w backing the wro ng side in Ango la 
becau se "the State Department and the 
CIA 
are 
co mmitted 
to serv ing 
the 
pu rpo ses o f the Gu lf Oil Co rp.” 
“Why is the U.S. o n the wro ng side in 
each situ atio n?” he asked. "Becau se o u r 
fo reign po licy is o n the side o f the big 
co rpo ratio ns.” 


No ting that Karl Marx predicted 100 
y ears ago that it was inev itable that each 
lay er o f capitalism wo u ld he swallo wed by 
a larger o ne, Hall said it was inev itable 
that “capitalism wo u ld get bigger and 
bigger u ntil large co rpo ratio ns had the 
co u ntry in their grip." 


“Their driv e fo r max imu m pro fits is the 
pro blem,” he said. “Capitalism was nev er 
mo tiv ated by hu man co nsideratio ns." 
Hall said life to day is a co nstant crisis 
fo r 30 millio n Americans liv ing belo w 
po v erty lev els, fo r the 40 to 45 per cent 
o f ghetto y o u th “with no credit cards and 
no u nio n cards," fo r millio ns o f elderly 
perso ns trapped by inflatio n, and fo r 40 


millio n v ictims o f racism. 
“Racism is America’s biggest pro b­ 
lem," he said. "It is the o ldest and mo st 
widely practiced fo rm o f brainwashing. It 
has the po wer to tu rn peo ple into their 
o wn wo rst enemies." 


Hall’s su ggestio ns fo r a better wo rld 
inclu ded a fiv e-day , 30-ho u r wo rk week to 
so lv e u nemplo y ment, a massiv e go v ­ 
ernmental ho u sing and scho o l co nstru c­ 
tio n pro gram, limitatio ns o n co rpo rate 
pro fits and cu ts in defense spending. 
Retu rning to his theme o f big co rpo rate 
pro fits, Hall drew applau se when he 
no ted that pro fits were abo u t $100 billio n 
last y ear. “Why sho u ld they no t he asked 


to make a $7 5 billio n co ntribu tio n fo r the 
go o d o f the co u ntry ?" he wanted to kno w. 
He drew applau se again when he said: 
“If it is pro fitable fo r Sau di Arabia to 
natio nalize its o il fields, why can’t we 
natio nalize all o u r bu siness9 Pu t it u dner 
demo cratic co ntro l and do away with 
blo ated co rpo rate pro fits.”

The repo rt co v ers the perio d fro m May 
8 . 19 7 5—when Ex ecu tiv e Directo r Ralph 
Marallo was hired—to March 17 o f this 
y ear. 
The repo rt blames the city ’s lack o f 
perfo rmance du ring that perio d o n legal 
actio n bro u ght against the pro gram du r­ 
ing the perio d Au g. 5 to Dec. 22 by the 
Ulster Co u nty Co mmu nity Actio n Co m­ 
mittee Inc. 
“ Please be adv ised.” writes Marallo to 
Jo seph Mo nticcio lo , directo r o f the New 
Yo rk Area o ffice o f the Department o f 
Ho u sing and Urban Dev elo pment, “that 
the city had to cu rtail its first y ear 
activ ities becau se o f co u rt actio n.” 
Marallo go es o n to declare, “ If it were 
no t fo r this co u rt actio n, the City o f 
Kingsto n's first y ear perfo rmance repo rt 
wo u ld 
hav e reflected activ ities o f a 
greater magnitu de and implementatio n.” 
Marallo 's repo rt details 14 pro grams, 
mo st o f which hav e been started, almo st 
all the su bject o f stu dy and reco mmenda­ 
tio n bv CDA's planners. Parish and Pine. 
There is so me qu estio n as to ju st ho w 
restrictiv e the co u rt actio n was and its 
to tal impact o n the pro gram. Marallo 
admits the UCCAC-so u ght inju nctio n 
against the pro gram was nev er granted by 
a federal district co u rt ju dge. “Techni­ 
cally , we were restrained," Marallo said 
which he ex plained as meaning Co rpo ­ 
ratio n Co u nsel Aaro n E. Klein adv ised

“ Roland stated definitely he 
was no longer interested," said 
Clifford G. Sinsabaugh, chair­ 
man of the Common Council’s 
Community Developm ent 
Committee, which has author­ 
ity over urban renewal ac­ 
tivities. 
Augustine had charged the 
agency with "delaying tactics” 
on his proposal tc build 50,000 
square feet of office space on 
the 5.5-acre Hurley Avenue 
parcel. 
Most of the principals were 
there at City Hall last night: 
Mayor 
Francis 
R. 
Koenig, 
Alderman-at-Large T. Robert 
Gallo, all 13 aldermen, the 
members of the urban renewal 
agency, 
Augustine and 
his 
builder, 
George Swart 
and 
agency director James G. Con­ 
nors. 
Connors denied Augustine’s 
allegations that the agency 
hadn’t cooperated with him. 
“ He gave us one sheet of paper 
with an idea on it,” Connors 
said. "He didn't even have an 
architect.” 
Connors said the agency is 
"continuing to work with the 
same group we've been work­ 
ing 
with 
under 
the 
sub­ 
division idea” (for what is of­ 
ficially known as Parcel 17). 
That 
apparently 
includes 
the Rondout National Bank 
which had planned to build a 
branch office across the street 
on Hurley Avenue but is now 
discussing with the agency the 
possibility of building that 
branch on the corner of Wash­ 
ington and Hurley Avenue on 
urban renewal land. 
Rondout National President 
James Dwyer confirmed re­ 
ports of the bank’s dealings 
with the urban rene dl agen­ 
cy. "If we can get the land we 
need with the proper ingress 
and egress and the numbers 
are right, we’re interested,” he 
said. “ We are negotiating” 
(with the agency) Dwyer said. 
He also confirmed that his 
bank 
had 
discussed 
with 
Augustine and Swart the pos­ 
sibility of becoming a part of 
the 50,000-square-foot office 
complex Augustine was at­ 
tempting 
to 
put 
together. 
Dwyer also said that his bank 
had discussed the possibility 
or locating a bank on Parcel 17 
prior to Augustine’s ap­ 
proaching the bank to be part 
of his project. “ We decided to 
pursue it directly," he said. 
It was brought out that 
Augustine originally nego­ 
tiated with the First National 
Bank of Highland as a tenant 
but was stymied by an urban 
renewal regulation that allows 
an existing redeveloper— in 
this case, the Rondout Na­ 
tional Bank, which had bought 
a small parcel of urban re­ 
newal land across the street— 
to veto any changes in plan 
that might prove detrimental 
to his project.

JERUSALEM 
(UPI) - The 
Uraeli parliament today de­ 
feated a Communist no-con­ 
fidence motion calling for the 
ouster 
of 
Prime 
Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin’s government 
because of the slaying of six 
Arabs in a general strike. 


The vote came at the end of 
an explosive session of the 
Knesset (parliament) in which 
Rabin and Meir Wilner, the 
Jewish leader of the pre­ 
dominantly Arab Communist 
party, blamed one another for 
the disturbances. 
The overrwhelming majority 
of the 100 or so deputies atten­ 
ding the session defeated the 
no-confidence motion on a 
voice vote. No official count 
was taken. 
Wilner demanded that the 
government be voted out of 
office and accused it of a "pre­ 
meditated program” against 
the 400,000 Arabs living in 
Israel. 
Rabin responded by accus­ 
ing the Communists of en­ 
couraging the Arabs to riot and 
of trying to damage relations 
between -Jews and Arabs. 
“ I was happy to learn that 
♦ he majority of Israeli Arabs 
did not respond to incitement 
and carried on with their life 
as normal," he said. 
Wilner formally introduced 
a no-confidence motion calling 
on the Knesset, Israel’s par­ 
liament, to oust the Rabin 
government because “ the au­ 
thorities deliberately attacked 
innocent Arabs in revenge for 
the general strike.” 
Rabin was the only govern­ 
ment official to show up at the 
start of the prevote debate. 
Tewfik Tubi, an Arab member 
of the Knesset, accused the 
rest of the cabinet of being a 
“ killand-run” regime for 
staying away. 
The no-confidence motion 
was almost certain to be re­ 
jected by a wide margin.

Palestinian leaders have prom­ 
ised to sink U.S. warships if 
they intervene in Lebanon’s 
civil war and to crush any 
other foreign attempt to enter 
the escalating conflict. 


"America says its fleet can 
arrive on these shores within 
24 hours,” Palestine Liber­ 
ation O rganization chief 
Yasser Arafat told a surprise 
news conference Tuesday. 
"But I say we are now within 
range of 6th Fleet artillery.” 


"They 
are welcome," 
he 
said. "And we will sink them 
in Lebanon as they were sunk 
in Vietnam." 
Arafat also said military in­ 
terference 
by

foreign 
power “ will be broken on the 
rock of Palestinian-Lebanese 
unity” — an apparent refer­ 
ence to the rumored threat of' 
Syrian invasion. 
(The Pentagon said in Wash­ 
ington a seven-ship 6th fleet 
task force carrying a detach­ 
ment of marines was patrolling 
the 
eastern 
Mediterranean 
about a day’s sail from A b a ­ 
nen. 
(If necessary the warships 
could be sent to rescue more 
than 1,000 U.S. citizens still in 
Lebanon, but a spokesman 
said the force had not been 
placed on any unusual alert 
status.) 
Arafat’s

conference, 
held jointly with rival Palesti­ 
nian leader George Habash 
and rebel Moslem army head 
Ahmed Khatib, capped a day 
of swift-moving events. 
Left-wing Moslems and 
right-wing Christians battled 
across Beirut and the Leba­ 
nese countryside in the worst 
fighting of an 11-month con­ 
flict that has killed more than 
15,000 persons and wounded 
nearly 33,000. 
Officials said at least 110 
persons were killed and 181 
wounded in the past 24 hours.

Hugh Carey s igned the 
hill res toring the lottery early 
today , moments after it had 
cleared the As s embly 100-44 
following earlier approv al in 
the Senate. 
Carev told news men he had 
narrowed 
the s earch 
for a 
director to ov ers ee the new 
game des igned to replace the 
s candal-marred 
old 
lottery 
that was halted by Carey last 
October after allegations of 
ques tionable practices 
A s pokes man s aid, howev er, 
it would be at least amonth 
before the new lottery could 
begin producing rev enue, es ti­ 
mated at s lightly more than $1 
million a week — $60 million 
a y ear - for the s tate's treas 
ury . Details of the lottery oper­ 
ation s till mus t be worked out. 
Mos t of the debate in both 
houses centered around mak­ 
ing s ure that the money from 
the lottery went to aid educa­ 
tion and that .prev ious em­ 
ploy es of the old lottery were 
giv en firs t chances at jobs .

5 9 Per Cent Is No La nd slid e! 


Well, Old Hu rley zapped it to those u pstarts in West Hu rley last 
weekend. The ‘straw v ote' was barelv cou nted when the Town Board 
decided that a 59 per cent ‘no’ v ote of the less than half the elig ible 
v oters was conclu siv e enou g ht to shelv e the referendu m on a recreation 
area. The only m ember disag reeing with that opinion was West 
Hu rley ’s Jack Rose. 
Residents in Old Hu rley , comfortably remov ed from the problems 
of West Hu rley , fail to take into consideration that West Hu rley is 
dev oid of any recreation area. They point to Hu rley Recreation as 
fu lfilling their needs. Hu rley Rec is a priv ate facility jointly owned by 
approx mately 350 families who pay $60 a y ear in du es. It is dou btfu l 
th a t they wou ld welcome that nu m ber ag ain in new reg istrants or the 
400 children from the West Hu rley area. 
It was su g g ested as a v iable alternativ e that the town du m p mig ht 
be av ailable within a few y ears to serv e West Hu rley ! 
The v oting rolls rev eal 168 5 v oters in Old Hu rley ; 1529 in the West 
Hu rlev area. T h a t’s a prettv ev en div ision. Yet the tax u av ers north 
of the reserv oir wield little power in town g ov ernment. 
Hu rley receiv ed $7 9 ,000 in rev enu e sharing fu nds. $1,000 was spent 
on the straw poll; some in the hig hway departm ent; bu t the bu lk of 
it remains intact. No one seems to know the intention of the town in 
distribu ting these fu nds. Also om itted in the log ic of the straw poll 
was the fact that approx imately $10,(XX) a y ear is spent to farm 
Hu rley ’s y ou ng sters ou t to v ariou s recreation areas each y ear. 
Less than half of the tax pay ers polled responded. Of this portion of 
the elig ible v oters, little more than half tu rned the proposal down. 
T h a t’s hardly a mandate.

In the old day s before the em ploy es of 
the IRS won them selv es a repu tation for 
being 
dishonest, 
sadistic 
iou ts, 
they 
wou ld rou tinely plant item s abou t tax 
cheats g oing off to the hooseg ow. The 
pu rpose was to frig hten the rest of u s so 
we wou ldn’t fu dg e on ou r retu rns. 
T he m edia is still fu ll of stories abou t 
persons the IRS reg ards as tax cheats, bu t 
the tax cheat is becoming a m inor folk 
hero. The April issu e of Play boy , a m ag a­ 
zine that has heretofore been more in­ 
terested in other kinds of cheating , carries 
an article salu ting the tax cheat as the 
tru est em bodim ent of the Bicentennial 
rev olu tionary spirit. The traditional de­ 
bate abou t how hig h tax es shou ld be has 
been broadened to inclu de how tax es are 
collected. 
IR S T hu g g ery 
Am ericans who are indifferent to the 
FBI snapping pictu res of politically u n­ 
popu lar people, Am ericans who fig u re if 
the CIA m u rders someone he probably 
had it com ing , bristle into civ il liber­ 
tarians at the behav ior of the IRS g oon 
squ ads. Ev ery where y ou g o, y ou hear 
horror stories abcu t how the lRS drov e

insane asy lu m . The people who aren’t 
passing arou nd tales of IRS thu g g ery are 
in perm anent fu ry ov er the bu rden of 
record keeping and the im possibility of 
ev en fig u ring ou t what they owe. 
T he sy stem does hav e its defenders, 
cy nics who are m aking money off it like 
H & R Block’s president Henry W. Block. 
H e's been sending ou t press releases 
say ing : “ Sim ple tax laws wou ld not in 
them selv es restore pu blic confidence that 
tax es are lev ied fairly bu t wou ld make 
inequ itir more obv iou s and the resu lting 
resentm ent g ieatei... ’ 
L et’s hope M r. Block knows more abou t 
filling ou t tax forms than he does abou t 
the state of pu blic knowledg e. Is there an 
adu lt left in the cou ntry who doesn’t 
know th at the nom inal and actu al tax 
rates are only the sam e for people m aking 
less than $20,000 a y ear, the poor slobs 
who hav e to u se the short form becau se 
they don't m ake enou g h money to play 
g am es with the tax g im m icks? Play boy 
say s the ang er is already so g reat th at tens 
of thou sands are refu sing to file at a loss 
to the g ov ernm ent of billions of dollars. 
T ru e or not, there’s no dou bt that if 
any body can fig u re ou t how to org anize a 
federal tax strike, m illions will join him 
on April 15th. 
O rdinarily a cau tiou s m an, Secretary of 
the T reasu ry W illiam Sim on has been 
beg g ing for a radical chang e in the m eth­ 
ods of tax collection. He seem s to u nder­ 
stand th at reform is the best way to sav e 
the present inequ alities which so fav or 
the rich. You wou ld think th at Cong ress, 
a body com posed of persons who make

fou r tim es (cou nting fring e benefits) what 
people who work for a liv ing make, m ig ht 
heed Sim on ju st to protect their own 
priv ileg es by taking the steam ou t of the 
g athering storm 
Bu t no, they ’re still standing arou nd 
talking abou t closing loopholes ." M ean­ 
while, the ex asperation ov er how tax es are 
collected is inclining more and more 
people to g et the m illionaires who don t 
pay any . Actu ally , if y ou m ade the R ock­ 
efellers and their plu tocratic colleag u es 
pay their fair share, w hatev er that m eans, 
it w ou ldn’t lower y ou r tax es more th an a 
cou ple of bu cks. 
Irritation at tax av oidance by the filthy 
rich will ev entu ally lead people away 
from the fu tility of tax loophole closing to 
thinking abou t tax es as a way of breaking 
u p concentrated econom ic power. T here 
are a nu m ber of way s th at this m ig ht be 
done. One mig ht be to absolv e people 
m aking ov er 50 or 100 g rand a y ear of any 
incom e tax es, thu s depriv ing them and 
their tax lawy ers of all ex em ptions. In­ 
stead, they wou ld pay a net-worth tax on 
ev ery thing they own - hou ses, lim ou sines, 
pedig reed dog s and, m ost im portant, the 
stocks they hold which hav e shot u p in 
v alu e since they bou g ht them . 
A nother tax that shou ld be looked into 
is the corporation tax . It’s a joke. It has 
m ore hHes in it than a tin can after a 
shotg u n blast. Since the g ov ernm ent 
can’t collect it, Cong ress shou ld abolish 
it, bu t with one prov iso: Corporations will 
be allowed to keep no money abov e 
operating ex penses. All other income will 
hav e to be distribu ted to the stockholders 
in the form of div idends. T hat way we will 
actu ally be able to tax it. Prohibiting 
corporations to retain earning s wou ld also 
hav e an im portant secondary adv antag e. 
It wou ld tu rn W all S treet back from a 
g am bling casino into a rational m oney 
m arket where corporations wou ld hav e to 
g o to raise capital for ex pansion and 
replacem ent of old m achinery . 
T he inheritance tax shou ld also be 
chang ed so it’s not the estate of the 
deceased 
which 
pay s. 
The 
recipient 
shou ld be tax ed, bu t in su ch a way 
parents can bequ eath money bu t not 
power. T hat cou ld be done by m aking the 
first qu arter or half a million dollars in 
g ifts receiv ed tax free. Once the g ift total 
ran ov er the u pper lim it, the recipient 
wou ld hav e to pay v ery hig h tax on any 
ex tra money , possibly 9 5 per cent. (For a 
creativ e discu ssion of this su bject, see 
Lester C. T hu row ’s "P opu lar M echanics:

Each mo nth, the So cial Security Administratio n pay s o ut mo re t han 
$4 3 millio n to abo ut 3 00,000 beneficiaries in 1 00 co untries. Validatio n 
surv ey s o f 1 0 fo reig n co untries are co nducted ev ery fo ur y ears. 


The latest repo rt states that “ sig nificant ov erpay ments 
were 
disco v ered in Greece, Mex ico and the 
Philippines. Ty pical are these 
ex cerpts fro m the repo rt o n Mex ico: 
!'• p Joseph M inish, D -N .J., has also 
w ritten Holm qu ist to com plain that the 
reorg anization effort is “ patently illog ical 
and m anifestly inappropriate."

M adson was rewarded with a $.36,338 -a- 
y ear job in the Ag ricu ltu re D epartm ent. 
Ou r sou rces slipped u s a copy ol Bu tz s 
Illinois itinerary , which shows that he 
v isited fiv e com m u nities on M arch 8 and 
9 . At three stops, he attended pu rely 
political fu nctions. 
His politicking helped President Ford 
win the Illinois primary on M arch 9 . 
We hav e also obtained docu m ents from 
the Ru ral Dev elopm ent Serv ice, which 
show that M adson trav eled to Illinois on 
M arch 3 and 4 for the pu rpose of “ adv anc­ 
ing Sec’s trip." 
Footnote: M adson told ou r reporter 
Rog er Keeling that he was selected to g o 
to Illinois becau se he hails from that area 
bu t that he kept ou t of political affairs, 
A spokesm an for Bu tz noted that the 
S ecretary ’s trips are alway s preceded by 
an adv ance m an, who makes all the 
arrang em ents. The spokesm an said the 
Secretary ’s transportation was financed 
ou t of cam paig n fu nds bu t conceded that 
M adson’s trav el ex penses were paid by 
the tax pay ers. 


Nearly $4 million a m onth is pa r ’ 
40,38 8 beneficiaries in M ex ico. The report 
rev eals they collected $1.8 million in 
ov erpay m ents du ring a sev en-y ear period. 
— M any are collecting retirem ent bene­ 
fits, althou g h they hav e neg lected to 
retire. Inv estig ators discov ered, for ex am ­ 
ple, that some M ex ican v endors who sold 
sou v enirs to American tou rists had an 
illeg al side income from U.S. Social Se­ 
cu rity . 
— Child su pport checks went to 2,213 
alleg ed m others who actu ally had no 
children in their care. In other cases, the 
children had died, bu t the m others went 
on collecting the child care. 
— In one frau d case, a baptism al 
certificate showed a son’s birth date to be 
Ju ne 27 , 19 55. Bu t “u pon attem pting to 
v erify the docu m ent," states the report, 
“ it was learned that the child actu ally 
had been born on Ju ne 27 , 19 35, and had 
died in 19 38 ." The u nscru pu lou s parent 
pocketed $1,545 in ov erpay m ents. 
A spokesm an for the Social Secu rity 
A dm inistration told u s the am ou nt of 
ov erpay m ents, althou g h hu g e, is relativ e­ 
ly sm all com pared with the annu al $9 1.4 
billion paid ou t in benefits arou nd the 
w orld. T h e M e x ic a n g o v e rn m e n t 
cooperated in the inv estig ation. 
PENTAGON PROFITS 
The g o o d 
will of the m u nitions indu stry is a p­ 
parently more im portant to President 
Ford than money in the bank. 
At the sam e tim e that he is calling for 
bu dg et cu tbacks, his A dm inistration is 
qu ietly sabotag ing leg islation that wou ld 
retu rn millions in ex cess m ilitary profits 
to the federal treasu ry . 
The billion-dollar-battle centers u pon 
the obscu re Federal Reneg otiation Board. 
This is the office th at is su pposed to 
referee the g reat corporate scram ble for 
federal 
contracts and 
prev ent 
profit­ 
eering . 
Not long ag o, the Hou se v oted ov er­ 
whelming ly to streng then the board. Bu t 
the Ford A dm inistration, in the nam e of

W A SH IN G T O N — Cu ban Prim e M inister Fidel Castro, stru tting in his new role as 
a m ajor C om m u nist fig u re on the world stag e, m ade a series of blood-cu rdling rem arks 
in an u npu blished talk in Conakry , G u inea, 10 day s ag o — when in fact his wing s 
had ju st been clipped in Moscow. 
A ttacking “ ag g ression from im perialism " and praising “ proletarian interna­ 
tionalism ,” C astro shou ted a warning that a “ m u lti-A frican arm y (wou ld) settle 
accou nts once and for all with apartheid” — the separation of w hite m inorities and 
black m ajorities in w hite-ru n Sou th Africa and Rhodesia. 
C astro’s shrill dem and: th at the "fascist S ou th African g ov ernm ent" pu ll ou t its 
troops from sou thern Ang ola or risk "total w ar." 
Behind the threats is the fact that C astro’s su dden elev ation to international 
notoriety in Ang ola has been at least tem porarily offset by rising concerns in L atin 
. Am erica ov er his foreig n interv entions, and by worry in M ozam biqu e abou t ov ert 
C astro help in the coming g u errilla war ag ainst Rhodesia. To th a t m u st be added new 
ev idence th a t the Sov iet g ov ernm ent has told C astro to cool it. 
W hat C astro did not rev eal to his hig hly nationalistic and M oscow-oriented au dience 
in his M arch 15 speech was this sig nificant fact: he had been inform ed in Moscow 
th a t B ritish and Sov iet neg otiations with Sou th Africa had already resu lted in 
Johannesbu rg ’s ag reem ent to w ithdraw com pletely from sou thern Ang ola. 
In short, he knew th at his threats were em pty at the tim e he m ade them . 
Now back in Cu ba after his political jou rney to Moscow for the Com m u nist party 
cong ress, to E astern Eu rope, to Alg iers and to G u inea, C astro appears to be u nder 
some sort of Sov iet restrictions on his nex t mov e in black, sou thern Africa. W ell- 
inform ed officials here believ e th at those restrictions inclu de a ban on the u se of w hite 
C u ban soldiers along the soon-to-ex plode borders of M ozam biqu e and Rhodesia. 
T hat m eans any C astro help to newly independent M ozam biqu e (long a Portu g u ese 
colony ) will be sev erely lim ited — for the im m ediate fu tu re. As we hav e reported, 
a few C u bans are now in M ozam biqu e, m ost probably flown there from Ang ola w ithou t 
ov erflig ht perm ission of pro -W estern Zam bia. B u t bu lk m ov em ent of C astro's 12,000 
to 15,000 C u ban m ercenaries to fig ht in the fu tu re war of black R hodesian 


independence appears to hav e been ru led ou t for now — by Moscow. 
C astro’s face needed sav ing . T hat ex plains the trenchant speech in Conakry warning 
of drastic m ilitary action ag ainst Sou th Africa — predictably followed a few day s later 
by Sou th Africa’s annou ncem ent that all its troops wou ld be w ithdraw n from sou thern 
Ang ola. 
Another m ark of C astro’s lack of freedom of political action was his failu re to 
u nderw rite the newly proclaim ed S ahara Dem ocratic Arab Repu blic du ring his v isit 
to Alg iers, ev en thou g h Alg eria itself strong ly su pports it. 
T he reason: Moscow does not w ant any new feu d with any Arab state. Morocco and 
most other Arab cou ntries will nev er recog nize the ex istence of the Dem ocratic . 
R epu blic, on territory claim ed by M orocco and M au ritania. 
Back home in the Am ericas, C astro has been attacked by this cou ntry in son 
of 
the strong est anti-C u ban lang u ag e since President Kennedy resolv ed the Cu b n 
missile crisis alm ost 14 y ears ag o. Bu t the attack on C astro’s foreig n wars from 
W ashing ton is now being partially echoed by u nm istakable anti-C astro criticism 
elsewhere, inclu ding P anam a where C astro has ex pended a lot of political effort 
recently . 
In a sharp, brief criticism on C astro’s ex port of C u ban soldiers 
to sou thern Africa, 
the new spaper P anam a Am erica, which often speaks for the g ov ernm ent, said 
Castro ’s 
attem pt to ju stify his action parallels “ interv entionist arg u m ents u sed by other powers 
in the past, inclu ding the U nited StateB." 
Indeed, reim position of economic sanctions ag ainst Cu ba by the O rg anization of 
A m erican S tates is by no m eans im possible. T hat wou ld be a sev ere loss for the 
bearded rev olu tionary who has am bitions for rem aking sou thern Africa which in 
Ang ola went well bey ond pretension. 
B u t w ith his wing s tem porarily clipped by Moscow, C astro’s hand may not show 
itself in any larg e way in M ozam biqu e u ntil the liberation war ag ainst Rhodesia g ets 
g oing in earnest — probably not u ntil late su m m er. 
Consequ ently , the m ost seriou s foreig n policy qu estion in W ashing ton — whether 
Cong ress wou ld allow the Ford adm inistration to carry ou t its sensible threats ag ainst 
C astro’s continu ed African m arau ding s — is not close to being answered.

The various animals kept on 
a farm have natural tenden­ 
cies that can often be put to 
good use. One fine example is 
the distinctive habit of the 
hog: he roots up the ground — 
lifting and turning the soil 
with his strong nose — in a 
constant search for food. 
Anyone who keeps a few pigs 
for 
fneat 
can 
utilize 
the 
creatures' urge to dig by fenc­ 
ing them into a small area for 
a few days, where they're al­ 
lowed to plow or‘till a garden, 
work up a grassy plot for future 
planting or clear a weedy, 
brushy piece of land for use as 
pasture. 
The 
garden, 
right 
after 
harvest time, is an excellent 
place for pigs: they make good 
use of cull produce, fertilize 
the area with their rich ma­ 
nure and work up the ground 
so that minerals in the subsoil 
are well 
mingled with the 
topsoil’s organic matter. 
New gardens planted over 
former hog lots are often very 
productive, and if you can’t 
move the growing area, you 
can get the same effect by 
b r in g in g 
in 
the 
pigs 
themselves for a visit at the 
end of the growing season. 
Before you take such a step, 
of course, you must be sure the 
garden fence is hogetight; if 
there is no fence, you'll have to 
build one. Electrically charged 
wires are easy to set up and — 
properly installed — will turn 
any pig. If you have a charger, 
it's a good way to go. Other­ 
wise, woven wire at least 32 or 
36 inches high is satisfactory. 
The smaller the plot's area, 
by the way, the higher the 
barrier around it must be, 
because pigs become steadily 
more determined to escape asj 
their living space is restricted. 
You may also need to run a I 
strand of barbed wire along the 
bottom of the fence, or nail I 


boards next to the ground, to 
help keep the rascals fromf 
squirming under. 


You 
should 
think 
about 
housing for your ‘‘hired 
hands," too. The pigs should 
have a temporary shelter dur­ 
ing their stay in the garden, 
especially if the weather is on 
the nasty side. This can be a 
portable wooden structure, a 
quickly made hut of straw 
bales or anything else that 
does the job of keeping the 
animals warm and dry. 
How many pigs should you 
sign up for your gardening 
crew'’ 
Well, one or two, if that’s all 
you own. But if you keep a 
larger herd and have a choice, 
a couple of large hogs or per­ 
haps 
four or five younger 
animals will handily plow a 
medium-sized 
garden. 
The 
more 
co n cen trate d 
the 
creatures are, the sooner the 
job will be done. 
A pigfien that is located fair­ 
ly near che garden makes for 
convenience at moving time. 
The animals can be trans­ 
ported in a hog crate or lured 
in with tood. 
Once there, they run around 
the enclosure for a while and 
look it over. Then they begin 
to chomp on vegetables and 
weeds, and soon they’re tilling 
the soil and improving the 
patch with their valuable ma­ 
nure. 
If plenty of waste vegetables 
are available, the hogs won’t 
need 
much additional feed 
during their visit — but they 
will need their usual amount of 
fresh water. 
The practice of letting hogs 
prepare land is almost as good 
for the gardener as it is for the 
garden. 
The 
porkers 
help 
stretch your time and labor by 
doing the work, and they save

Knicks Are Setting, 
Suns Are Rising

When Phoenix traded Charlie Scott to 
the Boston Celtics for reserve guard Paul 
Westphal and a pair of No. 2 draft choices 
last summer, the socalled experts accused 
Red Auerbach of picking the pockets of 
Suns' General Manager Jerry Colangelo. 
As happens so often, the “ experts” were 
wrong. For a change, the deal was truly 
one that benefited both teams. 
On one hand. Scott has helped the

Havlicek, get their running game into 
high gear and clinch the Atlantic Division 
title. 
At the same time, though, Westphal, 
given an opportunity to play regularly for 
the first time in his pro career, has 
developed into one of the league’s finest 
one-on-one players and transformed a 
mediocre Phoenix team which hasn't 
made the playoffs since Connie Hawkins 
stormed the southwest six years ago into 
a bonafide threat in the NBA playoffs. 
Unfortunately the same can’t be said 
for the New York Knicks. 
The Knicks were eliminated trom the 
playoffs for the first time since 1966 when 
Westphal poured in 29 points Tuesday 
night as Phoenix trounced New York 113- 
97 for its seventh straight victory. 
New York Coach Red Holzman was 
understandably dismayed, though his 
team's expulsion from the playoffs wasn’t 
unexpected. 
“ It’s a shame,” Holzman said. " I ’m 
unhappy about it but 1 can accept it. I 
thought at the start of the season that 
we’d top last year’s 40 victories but we 
have only 34.” 
The Suns, meanwhile, seemed doomed 
to suffer the same fate as the Knicks a 
month ago. They were 23-30 and mired in 
the cellar of the NBA Pacific Division. 
“ Since we got Gar Heard from Buffalo 
and since Rickey Sobers started, we’ve 
acquired more confidence," Westphal ex­ 
plained. 
That confidence has culminated in 16- 
6 burst and boosted the Suns into second 
place, a halfgame ahead of Seattle and 
two games in front of Los Angeles in the 
battle for the two remaining playoff spots 
in the NBA West. 
“ I ’m sure confident that we’ll be in 
there and that we’ll make a good playoff 
showing,” said Westphal, who has aver­ 
aged more than 20 points a game. “ But 
two months ago, my confidence was at a 
different level; I wouldn’t have placed my

M IL W A U K E E (U PI) - Cotton Fitzsim­ 
mons, it seems, was one of the last to 
know he had been fired as head coach by 
the Atlanta Hawks. 
Fitzsimmons was given word of his 
dismissal Tuesday not long before the 
Hawks met the Milwaukee Bucks at the 
Milwaukee Arena, a game Milwaukee 
won in overtime 130126. However, the 
interim coach who guided the Hawks 
against the Bucks, former assistant Gene 
Tormohlen, knew of the firing Monday. 
“ I heard it yesterday in Atlanta,” 
Tormohlen said Tuesday night. “ But 
Cotton was here. The team had been on 
the road. We tried to get a hold of him 
and there was a mixup in rooms. They 
kept ringing the wrong room and they 
couldn’t contact him until today.” 
Tormohlen said he had been "complete­ 
ly surprised" at the announcement of the 
dismissal.

Nicklaus Gets Up for ‘Major’ Tourney 


A TLA N TA (U PI) — Jack Nicklaus only 
plays about a third of the pro golf tour 
and might not play that often if he didn't 
feel a certain amount of competition is 
necessary to prepare for the "major" 
championships. 


Nicklaus makes no bones about the fact 
that his chief interest these days, in so far 
as playing golf that is, lies in trying to add 
to his already record number of “ major" 
titles. 


Money is no longer a real factor. The 36- 
year-old “ Golden Bear” has earned more 
than $2.6 million during his 15 years on 
the pro golf tour and a lot more with his 
other business interests. 


The way Nicklaus views it, he’ll be best 
remembered for the string of “ major" 
wins he leaves behind. 
His list already is impressive. He’s won 
five Masters, four PGA Championships, 
three U.S. Opens, two British Opens and 
two U.S. Amateurs. 
That adds up to 16 “ majors" and the 
closest to him is the late Bobby Jones who 
had 13. 
Nicklaus points his golf game to those 
"major” tournaments and it has really 
paid off. He appeared in all four of the 


"major” pro events in each of the past 14 
years and has accumulated 14 victories, 
11 seconds and seven thirds. 


That’s 32 top-three finishes for Jack 
Nicklaus in 56 tries 
and third or better 
nearly 60 per cent of the time in the 
world's most prestigious golf tournaments 
puts Nicklaus in a class by himself. 


Nicklaus became the first five-time 
Masters champ last year, breaking out of 
a tie with Arnold Palmer who has been 
fading into the background the past few 
years. 
And he’s the man you’ve got to pick as 
the favorite for next week’s Masters. 
" I ’m not denying that there is a certain 
pleasure 
any 
time 
you 
win,” 
said 
Nicklaus. "But the thrill of winning one 
of the ‘majors’ is far greater than winning 
at one of the regular stops on the tour. 
"I realize there are some who disagree 
with me. But, as far as I am concerned, 
the real test of golfing greatness is win­ 
ning the big tournaments.” 
Nicklaus went to Augusta early, as 
usual, to put the finishing touches on his 
golf game for the Masters. 
He’s played in only five of 13 tour­ 
naments so far this year, but has already 


won more than $90,000 — two thirds of 
that coming when he won the Tournamen 
Players Championship at Inverrary. The 
TPC has been held only three times and 
Nicklaus won two of those. 


"1 don’t rate the TPC alongside the ‘big 
four,’ at least not yet," said Nicklaus. 
“ But, one of these days it is going to 
become recognized as a ‘major’ tour­ 
nament and when that happens, I’d like 
to have a few of those championships to 
add to my total.” 


A little more than a decade ago, the 
M asters and Arnold Palm er were 
synonymous. Palmer won every other 
year from 1958 to 1964 and was among the 
leaders in the intervening years. 
But Nicklaus has been the command­ 
ing figure at Augusta since. 
Nicklaus, who became the youngest 
Masters champ when he won at age 23 in 
1963, set a Masters record of 17 under par 
when he won in 1965; became the first 
back-to-back Masters winner in 1966; 
caught Palmer in 1972; and became that 
tournament’s only five-time winner last 
year. 
Critics charge that the Augusta Na­ 
tional was tailor-made for Arnold Palmer 


and has the same fit for the long-hitting 
Nicklaus. 
Nicklaus concedes that the National 
course, with its wide fairways and huge 
greens, favors his style of play. But he 
also insists that it is his burning desire to 
do well in the "majors” that most affects 
his play at Augusta. 


Nicklaus “ major” showing the past five 
years has been remarkable. In that peri­ 
od, he has had six victories and finished 
fourth or better 16 out of 20 times. 
One goal that has eluded Nicklaus has 
been the so-called professional "grand 
slam" — winning the Masters, the U.S. 
and British opens and the PGA all in the 
same year. 
The closest he ever came was in 1972 
when he won the Masters and the U.S. 
Open, then finished second behind Lee 
Trevino in the British Open. 
“ Every 
year, 
the 
challenge 
offers 
itself," said Nicklaus. "It starts with 
Augusta since only the Masters winner 
stays in the running for the ‘slam.’’ 
And that’s the main reason — despite 
the week-to-week showing of people like 
Hubert Green, Hale Irwin and Johnny 
Miller — you have to make Jack Nicklaus 
the favorite next week at the Masters.

Tomorrow night in Monticello, New York, U.S.A., a man 
will be shot out of a cannon, a husband and wife team will 
walk on a high wire without a net below them, balloons will 
be sold as will cotton candy and popcorn. And all the while 
several roving groups of musicians will circulate for the 
paying customers. There’ll be a Mexican Mariachi band, a 
Polish Polka trio, some Italian folk singers, and a barbershop 
quartet. 
.lust to prove that it isn’t playing an April Fool’s joke, 
Monticello Raceway, site of the nearest thing to Barnum 
and Hailey this side of Madison Square Garden, will 
indeed offer 10 harness races as it opens its 19th season 
of operation. 
They re calling it a Circus Festival and they’re telling you 
right up front what it’s all about. Monticello Raceway may 
be under new leadership, but it still feels promotions bring 
people to the turnstiles. When the turnstiles click there’s a 
g<*>d chance the parirrvutual machines will be busy too, even 
with business from those who’d rather watch The Great 
Zucchini go eight furlongs in about 10 seconds than see some 
four-legged animal pull a little buggy twice around a circle. 
“ I am the bridge between the old and the new,” says 
Monticello s 66-year-old president S. Harvey Fosner. 
'M y relationship with this track goes back to its origin 
19 years ago. There will be no change in philosophy, but 
rather an extension of the track's philosophy. We want 
to accomplish what we started and that is to offer the 
finest racing, the finest track, in the New York C’ity- 
Catskill region. 
“ We have learned by experience that what the public 
wants is promotion. Some large tracks don’t find it necessary 
to attract fans. Our executive committee is now completing 
a program for us that may make this year better than in 
the past.’’ 
Speak of the past and you’re talking about that old 
ringmaster himself Leon Greenberg. Give Greenberg 
credit. When he was president of Monticello Raceway he 
became the Bill Veeck of harness racing. He improved 
the calibre of racing and he pulled in throngs of new 
people with rock shews, a playground for the kiddies, 
and even a discotheque, among other innovations. 
Greenberg is gone now. A mail fraud conviction has put 
him on the shelf, probably forever. But his policies live on. 
And why not? Although the average nightly crowd slipped 
a bit last summer, M R attracted a record 859,694 people for 
a record 197 programs and that’s a far cry from that first 
season back in 1958 when 327,259 folks showed up for a mere 
74 racing dates. 
Monticello has never made any bones about it. It wants 
to offer first-rate harness racing, as good as a track its 
size can present. That's what it's in business to do. But 
it is in business, and if Ike and Tina Tuner or Harry 
Jam es or The Great Zacchini will help business, so be 
it. 
Fosner does want certain things made clear. First and 
foremost, Monticello is in the harness racing business and 
as such must be ready to answer to the public. 
*‘I am proud of the integrity of racing,” he says. “ And 
I am proud of the job we do inside. We are dedicated to 
maintain the integrity of racing. I hope you understood 
that. Our doors are open to the media and anyone else. 
Fosner is sensitive to questions of track integrity. He 
didn’t mention Greenberg by name when he made this 
analogy: "When a banker is indicted, the press doesn’t damn 
all bankers.” Complete the next sentence yourself. 
There appears to be no question that Fosner is con­ 
cerned with maintaining high standards of harness 
racing at Monticello. He is bothered by the squeeze the 
track is in. It can't compete with nearby tracks that are 
offering large purses, thus it may not be able to attract 
first-rate horses. The answer, it would seem, is to turn 
the half-tie oval into a 5« mile track and pull in the young 
colts and filly» whose careers begin on this type of 
facility. 
He also is anxious to revamp the track’s paddock, not only 
to increase its size, but to allow the average fan to see a horse 
readied for a race, as it now can at most thoroughbred 
tracks. 
“ You might wonder why all paddocks in New York 
State look like prisons," he smiled. “ That’s because the 
standards were set when a former New York City police 
commissioner was on the harness racing commission.” 
You look at Harvey Fosner’s biography and you know why 
he can b e so dedicated to Monticello Raceway. After all, 
he started as a law assistant to the famed Samuel S. 
Lcibowitz back in tne 193Us, later held several influential 
positions in Washington, and still later was the long-time 
executive vice-president at Roosevelt Raceway. When Mon­ 
ticello called him to take the president’s job in the wake of 
the Greenberg emergency, Fosner was just beginning life as 
a retired person in Florida. Now here he is calling the shots 
at the state’s third largest harness plant. 
How long can Harvey Fosner give it his all at Monticello? 
“ As long as I live,” he says.

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Bond Scheme Is Bogus for the Bottom, But It Feeds on Greed 


H A R R IS B U R G , Pa. (UP1) 
How would you like to make a 
bundle of money by investing 
in the greed and stupidity of 
your best friends and neigh­ 
bors'1 
Would it bother you to find 
out later that you made money 
on a false promise at the ex­ 
pense of people who believed 
in your scheme? 
, Well, that’s exactly what is 
happening in dozens of towns 
across Pennsylvania where a 
twist on the old chain-letter 
scheme — this time using U.S. 
Savings Bonds — is thriving. 
Here is how the scheme 
works: 
You pay 137,50 for a list of 
10 names and the right to sell 
that list for $37.50 to two other 
people. 
Then you put your name on 
the bottom of the list and send 
two $25 savings bonds to the 
person whose name is at the 
top. You scratch off the top 
name and sell the list to two 
others. 
The promoters of the scheme 
claim that when your name 
reaches the top of the list, you 
will receive $38,000 in savings 
bonds — all for an investment 
of $37.50 that you make up 
when you sell the list to two 
other people. 
The gimmick is as old as the 
hills and roughly as reliable as 
the eloquent 
promise of a 
snake oil salesman who insists 
his product will return vigor to 
a body sapped of its vital 
juices by the hectic scramble 
of modern life. 
Put yourself in the position 
of a mathematician for a mo­ 
ment and draw a chart of what 
happens when the scheme be­ 
gins to roll. 
It would look like a pyramid, 
with the originator at the top. 
The longer the scheme goes, 
the bigger the bottom layer of 
the pyramid gets. 
The beauty of the system is 
that it actually works for the 
people whose names are at the 
top 
of 
the 
pyramid. 
The 
blemish is that money does not 
reproduce 
like 
bacteria 
— 
someone has to pick up the 
tab. 
And the someones — more 
likely thousands of someones 
—- are the people whose names 
fall at the bottom of the pyra­ 
mid. They have no hope of 
making big money from the 
scheme. 
Joel Weisberg. head of the 
state Bureau of Consumer Pro­ 
tection, broadcast a warning 
against the scheme last week 
and was immediately plagued 
by complaints. 
Did they come from people 
who lost money? 
No, they came from people 
who had friends who made 
money on the scheme. They 
ju s t 
c o u ld n ’t face the 
mathematical reality of the 
gimmick — every penny that 
goes into one pocket must 
come from another. 
What Is 
Behind 
Wra p p er? 


W A SH IN G T O N (U PI) - A 
bill passed by the Senate and 
now before the House would 
help grocery shoppers tell at a 
glance how much chicken is 
really in that chicken soup, 
how much meat comes with 
the spaghetti — and so on 
through the range of packaged 
foods. 
At present, the consumer 
can’t tell. 
The Agriculture Department 
does set standards for how 
much meat, fish or poultry 
must be included in a certain 
type of product, but these per­ 
centages are not printed on the 
labels. 
The Senate-passed legisla­ 
tion is intended to prevent 
consumer deception and con­ 
fusion by requiring com­ 
prehensive food labeling. It 
also requires food processors to 
develop safety procedures to 
keep their products free from 
contamination. 
The Senate bill 
provides 
that a food would be mis­ 
branded if it does not declare 
the percentage of any specified 
“ obaracterizing” ingredient — 
such as the shrimp in shrimp 
cocktail or the chicken in 
chicken pie. 
This means consumers could 
tell quickly that cream of 
chicken soup contains only 4 
per cent chicken — or that 
spaghetti sauce with meat has 
at least 6 per cent meat, while 
spagetti sauce with meat and 
sauce has 12 per cent meat and 
spaghetti sauce and meatballs 
has at least 35 per cent meat. 
Confusion now stems from 
the fact that, often, the same 
words arranged in a different 
order can change the meat 
content of a product. 
For example, poultry chop 
suey must be at least 4 per 
cent poultry meat, but a pro­ 
duct labeled chop suey with 
poultry must have only 2 per 
cent poultry meat. 
The Senate bill would also 
require full disclosure of man­ 
datory 
ingredients 
used 
in 
standardized foods made un­ 
der a set government recipe, 
such as mayonnaise, catsup, 
ice cream and some salad 
dressings. 


Ironically, there is nothing 
Weisberg can do to stop the 
scheme, even though he is con­ 
vinced it violates federal mail 
fraud laws, state consumer 


p r o t e c t i o n 
l a w s 
a n d 
Pennsylvania’s 
lottery 
stat­ 
utes. 
“ Consumers inevitably lose 
in this kind of scheme,’’ he 


said. “ The promoters make a 
profit pretty quickly, but as 
interest drops off, the chain is 
broken and those who get in 
later are left holding the bag.” 


But the power of prosecution 
lies with 
local district at­ 
torneys, and what person in 
his right mind would drag 
2,000 people into court in a 


chain letter scheme? 
So your only defense is a 
good offense. 
The 
next 
time 
someone 
walks up to you with a savings 


bond 
plan that he claims just can’t 
miss, draw the pyramid for 
him, explain the realities of 
the situation and tell him how 


uable 
friendship is more 
than money. 
Don't be surprised i! he com 
es back with an oiler tost ¡1 you 
a bottle of magic snake oil.

IT. L O U IS (U Pl) — If you’re 
■ne of millions of Americans 
uffering from the chronic pain 
4 arthritis, you can try wear- 
ng copper bracelets, downing 
ota of orange juice cr mineral 
nl — or going to a doctor for 
troper, 
up-to-date 
medical 
reatment. 
One of the newest centers for 
irthritis treatment is a 15-bed 
wing of St. Louis University 
4ospitat, 
where 
Dr. 
Jack 
Zuckner heads a multi-dis- 
riplinary team trying to ease 
he crippling agony of in­ 
lamed joints 
There are nearly 100 forms of 
rrthritis. Some have specific 
causes, such as infection or 
gonorrhea, but others such as 
the prevalent rheumatoid 
arthritis, do not go away when 
the illness that caused them is 
cleared up. 
"At the present time there is 
no cure for rheum atoid 
arthritis," Zuckner said in an 
interview 
“ A 
patient 
may 
have a remission that lasts for 
10 years, but we can't say it is 
cured because we know it can 
come back." 
The frustration of such a 
bleak prognosis causes many 
sufferers to seek quasi-medical 
cures, he said. They don’t have 
to go far to find someone with 
a gimmick. 
“ A lot of people will do 
almost 
anything," 
Zuckner 
said 
“ They’re not satisfied 
with the improvement they get 
with doctors. They think some 
joker knows more than a spe­ 
cialist in the field. This is one 
area where a lot of quackery 
comes in." 
Zuckner said very real ad­ 
vances in the treatment of 
arthritis have been made in 
the last 20 years. The un­ 
pleasant side effects some­ 
times associated 
with 
cor­ 
tisone can often be avoided 
with the use of newer, non-

M E S Q U IT E , Tex. (UPI) - 
Klompen maker Bob Segal 
says there are advantages to 
his handcrafted wooden shoes. 
“ Try on a pair,” says Segal, 
pointing to the row of white 
aspen wooden shoes near his 
workman’s 
bench. “ They’re 
light, comfortable and they 
don’t get water logged. 
“ Very good for working in 
the yard." 
With his black Dutchman’s 
cap, colorfully striped shirt 
and black pants which stop a 
full four inches above his 
klompens, Segal travels the 
country 10 times a year visit­ 
ing shopping centers. 
His display of glossy brown 
varnished or red and blue 
painted wooden shoes rarely 
fails to draw 
crowds. And 
though he spends most of his 
time 
in 
the 
white-shirted 
world of an insurance sales­ 
man, he’ll tell the casual ob­ 
server he likes both his oc­ 
cupations. 
"Most people just don’t take 
the time," says Segal, discuss­ 
ing the rarity of craftsmanship 
in an assembly line world, “ It 
takes about two hours to make 
one pair of shoes 
"Most people don’t want to 
take that much time.” 
A mother with three children 
in tow strolls up to the display 
and watches Segal take anoth­ 
er chunk out of a soft piece of 
wood. 
She sits her 2-year-old on the 
bench, takes off his shoes and 
slips on a pair of klompens. 
She helps him off the bench. 
The boy stands uneasily, 
looking a little desperate. His 
feet begin sliding apart. He 
plops himself on the floor 
before he falls. 
“ They ’re a little slick on this 
marble surface,” Segal says. 
“ Alter you wear them a while 
they get rough on the bottom.” 
The mother buys them, and 
a 
pair for 
her 
12-year-old 
daughter. 
“ Oh, I don’t know,” Segal 
said. "I guess I started working 
with tools about 15 years ago 
— then I just started making 
the wooden shoes. And then I 
started taking them around to 
different places.” 
The shoes themselves are 
relatively inexpensive, usually 
under $10 a pair. 
And along with each pair 
goes a personal warning. 
“ Wear heavy socks," says 
Segal. "Slivers,”

However, he satd. many doc­

“ Patients don’t know where 
to go,” he said "This is a big 
problem. It they know where to 
go for maximum treatment, 
that is a major factor." 
Zuckner said only a handful 
of centers are equipped as ex­ 
tensively 
as 
his 
Arthritis 
C linical Research Center 
There, patients can receive a 
whole range of treatment, from 


bed rest to therapy to surgery. 
The aim of all of the treat­ 
ment. Zuckner said, is to re 
lieve the pain. 
“ We just can’t say we ll go 
nut and get a drug that will 
kn«>ck this out," he explained. 
“ You aim for remission but 
you never can be sure. 
“ We know we can give drugs 
and get a phenomenal im­ 
provement overnight,’’ he 
added, “ but that’s a bad way 
to handle it, because we know 
that after a time the medicine 
will not be so effective and the 
side effects may be worse than 
what the patient had in the 


first place.” 
Such long-term effects don’t 
concern the fast-buck artists, 
who take in an estimated $400 
million each year, “ We know 
placebos can be given that will 
relieve some of the pain," 
Zuckner said, "but the psy­ 
chological 
damage 
may be 
great ” 
What is needed, he said, is 
more attention- and money — 
paid to laboratory research 
and less to copper bracelets. 
“ If Mime of the millions of 
d o lla rs th at went 
into 
quackery had gone for more 
legitimate purposes," he said, 
"we’d be better off today."

PH ILA D ELPH IA (U PI) — If the Design for Fun exhibit 
is accurately predicting the future of entertainment, tele­ 
vision and movies are on their way out — and dancing eggs, 
giant musical flowers and rainbow tunnels are on their wav 
in. 
Design for Fun, the $2 million Bicentennial exhibition of 
the Civic Center Museum, traces and forecasts the ways 
Americans entertain themselves. 
The "Experiential" or future section of the exhibit 
emphasizes participation — nothing happens until the 
visitor touches, talks or moves. Then, the exhibit reacts with 
fascinating effects of sounds, lights, colors and moving 
shapes. 
The Dancing Eggs are three foot high colorful eggs that 
dance when two or more persons touch one another. 
The most eerie future exhibit is the Echo Star, an infinity 
chamber which sends out fast blinking colorful shapes and 
frightening crescendos based on the dynamics of a person’s 
voice. 
The Rainbow Tunnel is 50 feet long, containing 24 


sections. As a person walks through each section he is 
followed by different colored enveloping lights accompanied 
by changing sound effects. 
Children running about the giant f>etals of the Musical 
Flower cause a distinctive sound which, when several people 
participate, has the effect of a harmonious orchestration. 
When a visitor walks through the 24-feet high Soft 
Columns, the columns change colors and emit sounds 
corresponding to differences in touch. 
The Experiential section largely is the creation of Remo 
Saraceni of Philadelphia, a trained sculptor artist-engineer. 
One floor above the future exhibit, visitors can walk 
through the "Historic" section reading the old funnies and 
watching old television shows such as "Lone Ranger" and 
"Howdy Doody." 
The entire exhibition was the brainstorm of Ronald 
Barber, assistant to the Director of the Civic Center 
Museum, and special consultant Ken Getz. It was in the 
planning stages for three years and required most of 1975 
to be constructed.

BEA K M OUNTAIN 
There 
is a belief that Ion« after man 
has departed this planet the 
Hudson River will continue its 
silent and relentless ebb and 
flow; that it will have survived 
our best efforts to destroy it; 
that the fish and organisms 
that thrive between its banks 
will have the last laugh on 
predator man 
There exists a small and 
underfinanced association of 
scientists, educators and en­ 
vironmentalists 
who 
would 
like to see the river survive 
with the help of man, not in 


spite of man. The recently 
concluded symposium of the 
Hudson River Environmental 
Society gave some indication 
of the^readth of the problem; 
it also proved the extent to 
which some are committed to 
meet and solve that problem 
During the three-dav sym­ 
posium held at Bear Moun­ 
tain, more than 20 scientific 
papers were presented that 
dealt with the Hudson River 
and 
the 
20th 
century 
in­ 
trusions that affect its environ­ 
ment. But there was an op 
timistic tone throughout that 
indicates the river isn’t in 


nearly as bad a shape as many 
people think. 
That the Hudson River is, 
indeed, alive and well was 
indicated bv ('arol Hudson, a 
research associate who pre­ 
sented a paper Tuesday after­ 
noon on behalf of Dr. C. I-avett 
Smith of the Museum of Natu­ 
ral Histroy. 
She noted that some 120 
species of fish have been iden­ 
tified with the Hudson River 
in historic literature; that with 
new additions that number is 
now closer to 130. Despite the 
human "uses and abuses" of 
the river, she said, there are 


more fish swimming its waters 
now than when Henry Hudson 
sailed up the valley in 1609. 


Ms. 
Hudson pointed out, 
however, that biological re­ 
search of the Hudson has been 
badly neglected; for that rea 
son. environmentalists really 
aren't sure to what extent 
many species of fish exist in 
the river. 


“ Our knowledge of Hudson 
River fishlife is far from com­ 
plete." said Ms. Hudson, quot­ 
ing from Dr. Smith’s report. 
"There has been a lack of 
interest in the river’s fishing

Helping to make the transi­ 
tion smooth is Len Cane, ex­ 
ecutive vice president of the 
Ulster County Chamber of 
Commerce for the past seven 
years, who is being hired part- 
time on a consulting basis by 
the New Paltz small busi­ 
nessmen and women.

River fish, Ms. Hudson em­ 
phasized that some com­ 
mercial species such as shad 
and striped bass, remain eco­ 
nomically important 
to the 
river valley. At the same time, 
sport fishing for striped bass, 
eels and white perch has in­ 
creased significantly. 


But there is some indication, 
she added, that human in­ 
trusions 
(pollution, 
for the 
most part) have tended to fa­ 
vor the more tolerant species 
of fish, such as the carp, while 
other species have found it 
more difficult to survive. 


"The composition and abun­ 
dance of species is constantly 
changing," she said. “ There 
have been general increases in 
many species and no fish spec 
ies has been known to disap­ 
pear from the river. 
“ The general public concept 


that the river is dead is not 
true." 
One of the important human 
intrusions that has affected 
the Hudson River environment 
are the power plants, both 
nuclear and fossil fuel, that 
have been built in th last 
several decades. Several large 
fish kills have occurred specifi­ 
cally at Indian Point. 
Paul Muessig of Texas In­ 
struments Inc. reported Tues­ 
day 
that 
preliminary 
data 
gleaned 
from 
studies 
con­ 
ducted in 1974 indicate that 
the greatest number of fish 
kills during the study period 
occurred 
during 
times 
of 
darkness, specifically between 
10 p.m. and 6 a.m. He did not 
draw the conclusion—but oth­ 
ers did — that fish kills might 
be reduced if the Indian Point 
plants restricted water intake 
to the daylight hours. 
In another paper related to 
fiower plants and their pos­ 
sible impact on fishlife in the 
river, Samuel 
R. Casne of 
Ecological Analysts, Inc., said 
early data collected on the 
river this vear indicates that 


fish population is greater in 
the warm water plume created 
by thermal discharges from 
the Danskammer plant. He 
said there has been no de­ 
term in ation whether the 
warmer water is important for 
survival of some species in cold 
weather, or whether the fish 
are trapped in the warm water 
plume and starving to death. 
He said his study will continue 
throughout the summer.

Carey School Aid Veto Triggers Revolt 


ALBANY-Gov. Hugh L. Carey, claim- 
ing that state legislature approval of this 
.year's state aid to education formula 
would result in a $37 million overrun, has 
vetoed the package and sent it back to the 
legislature. 


The overall package had-called for a 


$116 million increase in state aid for the 
next school year as opposed to Carey's 
original proposal for cuts of upwards of 
$110 million. Ulster County schools would 
have lost $1.6 million under the original 
Carey formula. They stood to gain about 
$240,000 under the formula hammered 
out two weeks ago and vetoed last night. 


The governor made the announcement 


in an early morning press' conference in 
his office, citing among his reasons the 
advice of State Comptroller Arthur Levitt 
who Carey said warned that a budget out 
of balance would seriously jeopardize the 
state's chances of borrowing almost S3 
billion when it goes to the money market 
next month. 


The reaction in the legislature ranged 


from shock to outrage. Senate Majority 
Leader Warren Anderson called the veto 


"most unfortunate and an egregious mis- 
take." He promised an effort to override 
the measure. 


Assembly Speaker Stanley Steingut 


said he was "dismayed to learn of these 
llth hour education department com- 
puter runs upon which the governor has 
based his veto message." 


Local legislators had mixed reactions. 


State Senator Edwyn E. Mason, R-48th 


Dist., said he hadn't heard that much 
about it since Carey had announced the 
decision in the early morning hours after 
the legislature adjourned. "There's a con- 
stant argument between the Governor 
and the legislative leaders and they never 
agree on the figures as to just how much 
is available," he said. 


State Senator Richard E. 


Schermerhorn, R-40th, Dist., charged the 
governor with betrayal of both the legisla- 
ture and loeal school districts. "He sent 
up a message ul necessity on this," 
Schermerhorn said. "If the devil himself 
gives you a message uf necessity he lives 
up to it." 


ScherniPrhorn indicated that there had 


been an agreement between the legisla- 


tive and executive branches of govern- 
ment and that Carey had violated it with 
his veto. "We're going to have a blood 
bath today," he said. "I know a lot oi guys 
(senators) who like the governor and 
they're talking about overriding the 
veto." 


Schermerhorn explained that Carey did 


not veto the $116 million in increased 
state aid—which locally would allow most 
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City Blames Court Action for CDA Woes

KINGSTON-The city's Community 
Development Agency has filed its first 
annual "grantee 
performance 
report" 


with the federal government which shows 
that while the agency identified almost 
$1,270,000 in proj«ts, it obligated only 
$250,271 and spent even less, $79,581, 
almost half of that on administration. 


The report covers the period from May 


8, 1975—when Executive Director Ralph 
Marallo was hired—to March 17 of this 
year. 


The report blames the city's lack of 


performance during that period on legal 
action brought against the program dur- 
ing the period Aug. 5 to Dec. 22 by the 
Ulster County Community Action Com- 
mittee Inc. 


"Please be advised," writes Marallo to 


Joseph Monticciolo, director of the New 
York Area office of the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development, "that 
the city had to curtail its first year 
activities because of court action." 


Marallo goes on to declare, "If it were 


not for this court action, the City of 
Kingston's first year performance report 
would have reflected activities of a 
greater magnitude and implementation." 


Marallo's report details 14 programs, 


most of which have been started, almost 
all the subject of study and recommenda- 
tion by CDA's planners, Parish and Pine. 


There is some question as to just how 


restrictive the court action was and its 
total impact on the program. Marallo 
admits the UCCAC-sought injunclion 
against the program was never granted by 
a federal dislrict court judge. "Techni- 
cally, we were restrained," Marallo said 
which he explained as meaning Corpo- 
ration Counsel Aaron E. Klein advised 
the agency not to engage in any activities 
other than planning and administration 
for fear of prejudicing the city's case. 


The court action began Aug. 5. The city 


won a decision on Oct. 17 and UCCAC 
appealed on Nov. 5. On Dec. 17 the city 
and UCCAC reached an agreement which 
was announced on Dec. 22. 


Prior to that there were extended peri- 


ods of time when no activity whatsoever 
was reported in the program. The overall 
program was approved by the Common 
Council in February and cleared for feder- 
al approval by the state on March 26. 
Federal approval came on May 6 and 
Marallo was hired two days later. The 
planners weren't approved by the Council 
until July 22, so more than seven months 
elapsed 
before the city began formal 


planning for its program. And as noted, 
it was not restricted in that planning by 
the court action it experienced between 
Aug. 5 and Oct. 17. 


The CDA does have some positive news 


to report to the government, however. It 
expects to have a $132,740 water pipe 
relining project underway next month. It 
has hired an architect (George V. Hutton) 
to design programs and structurally im- 
prove the Municipal Auditorium, aimed 
at converting it into a "midtown neigh- 
borhood center." 


It has completed planning and is await- 


ing Common Council approval on pro- 
jects in Broadway West, Central Broad- 
way and Midtown East. The agency has 
completed 
environmental 
assessments 


studies on most of its projects to the point 
where it expects to be operational on all 
fronts by August of this year. 


Two housing projects are expected to go 


into construction this year under CDA 
auspices, 100 units at the former St. 


Anne's Convent on Broadway and Or- 
chard Street and 92 units at the G<nern<>r 
Clinton Hotel. 


The agency also informs the federal 


government that it has assurances of up 
to 3300,000 in private funds for a rehab 
loan program with area banks which CDA 
says "will be the prime vehicle for the 
conservation of Kingston's housing 
stock." 


The federal questionnaire also inquires 


about "citizen participation" in Com- 
munity Development programs. Marallo 
answers that the "citizens oi Kingston 
were informed about the Housing and 
Community Development Art shortly al- 
ter the act was signed into law." He 
details the public hearings and meetings 
CDA has held. He sa\s that •!<> changes 
are needed in the agency's program lor 
citi/en participation. 


A filial question asks "Are there any key 


issues where you felt citizen participation 
was a significant element in the out- 
come?" 


Marallo's answer is that all programs 


recommended by the agency and its 16-

"Your invitation has taken Vassar off a 


certain list I have," he said. "It's also true 


that my being here may put you on some 
other list." 


Hall, born Arvo Kusta Halberg in Min- 


nesota 66 years ago, was the third and 
final speaker for the Blanche Kahn me- 
morial lecture series jointly sponsored 
with the college. 


Stocky and graying, he spoke with a 


firm air of conviction and, as expected, 
viewed the current state of affairs as part 
of an inevitable transition from capital- 
ism to socialism. 


Likening society to a volcano now 


rumbling after a long period of stability, 
Hall said the upheavals will not stop. 


"They are part of an evolutionary proc- 


ess," 
he said. "The 
transition 
from 


feudalism to capitalism was inevitable. 
We are now in the center of a move from 
capitalism to socialism." 


Hall said U.S. foreign policy is in a 


crisis because it is "on the wrong side of 
a world process," saying the U.S. backed 
the wrong side in Chile and Portugal and 
is now backing the wrong side in Angola 
because "the Stale Department and the 
CIA are committed to serving the 
purposes of the Gulf Oil Corp." 


"Why is the U.S. on the wrong side in 


each situation?" he asked.'"Because our 
foreign policy is on the side of the big 
corporations." 


Noting that Karl Marx predicted 190 


years ago that it was inevitable that each 
layer of capitalism would be swallowed by 
a larger one. Hall said it was inevitable 
that "capitalism would get bigger and 
bigger unlil large corporations had the 
country in their grip." 


"Their drive for maximum profits is the 


problem," he said. "Capitalism was never 
motivated by human considerations." 


Hall said life today is a constant crisis 


for 30 million Americans living below 
poverty levels, for the 40 lo 45 per cent 
of ghetto youth "with no credit cards and 
no union cards," for millions of elderly 
persons trapped by inflation, and for 40 


million victims of racism. 


"Racism is America's biggest prob- 


lem," he said. "It is the oldest and most 
widely practiced form of brainwashing. It 
has the power to turn people into their 
own worst enemies." 


Hall's suggestions for a better world 


included a five-day, 30-hour work week to 
solve unemployment, a massive gov- 
ernmental housing and school construc- 
tion program, limitations on corporate 
profits and cuts in defense spending. 


Returning to his theme of big corporate 


profits, Hall drew applause when he 
noted thai profits were about $100 billion 
last year. "Why should they not be asked 


to make a $75 billion contribution for the 
good of the country?" he wanted to know. 


He drew applause again when he said: 


"If it is profitable for Saudi Arabia to 
nationalize its oil fields, why can't we 
nationalize all our business? Put it udner 
democratic control and do away with 
bloated corporate profits." 


Some of Hall's responses to questions 


from 
the 
audience. "Chinese 
Com- 


munism is a combination of nationalism 
and opportunism." . . . "1 will never be 
put in the position of criticizing the 
Soviet Union to make myself popular 
here." . . . "The party, on the ballot in 
13 states in 1972, hopes to qualify in 25 
to 30 this time."

Rabin 
Ouster 
Fails 


JERUSALEM (UP!) - The 
Israeli parliament today de 
feated a Communist no-con 
fidence motion calling for the 
ouster 
of 
Prime 
Minister 


Yitzhak Rabin's governmen 
because of the slaying of six 
Arabs in a general strike. 


The vote came at the end ot 


an explosive session of the 
Knesset (parliament) in which 
Rabin and Meir Wilner, the 
Jewish 
leader of the 
pre- 


dominantly Arab Communist 
party, blamed one another for 
the disturbances. 


The overwhelming majority 


of the 100 or so deputies atten- 
ding the session defeated the 
no-confidence motion on a 
voice vote. No official count 
was taken. 


Wilner demanded that the 


government be voted out of 
office and accused it of a "pre- 
meditated 
program" against 


the 400,000 Arabs living in 
Israel. 


Rabin responded by accus- 


ing the Communists of en- 
couraging the Arabs to riot and 
of trying to damage relations 
between Jews and Arabs. 


"I was happy, to learn that 


the majority of Israeli Arabs 
did not respond to incitement 
and carried on with their life 
as normal," he said. 


Wilner formally introduced 


a no-confidence motion calling 
on the Knesset, Israel's par- 
liament, to oust the Rabin 
government because "the au- 
thorities deliberately attacked 
innocent Arabs in revenge for 
the general strike." 


Rabin was the only govern- 


ment official to show up at the 
start of the prevote debate. 
Tewfik Tubi, an Arab member 
of the Knesset, accused the 
rest of the cabinet of being a 
"killand-run" regime for 
staying away. 


The no-confidence motion 


was almost certain to be re- 
jected by a wide margin.

ALBANY (UPI) - The state 
has a new lottery today — but 
neither the people nor the 
state can expect to get rich for 
at least another month. 


Gov. Hugh Carey signed the 


bill restoring the lottery early 
today, moments after it had 
cleared the Assembly 100-44 
following earlier approval in 
the Senate. 


Carey told newsmen he had 


narrowed the search for a 
director to oversee the new 
game designed to replace the 
scandal-marred 
old 
lottery 


that was halted by Carey last 
October after allegations of 
questionable practices." 


A spokesman said, however, 


it would be at least amonth 
before the new lottery could 
begin producing revenue, esti- 
mated at slightly more than Si 
million a week — S60 million 
a year — for the stale's treas- 
ury. Details of the lottery oper- 
ation still must be worked out. 


Most of the debate in both 


houses centered around mak- 
ing sure that the money from 
the lottery went to aid educa- 
tion and that .previous em- 
ployes of the old lottery were 
given first chances at jobs. 


A series of Republican As- 


sembly amendments the GOP 
said were designed to ensure 
those results were defeated on 
party line votes as Democrats 
countered the changes were 
not needed because the same 
aims were accomplished by 
the compromise bill. 


The lottery restoral was one 


of a series of revenue bills 
approved by the two houses 
Tuesday designed 
to bring 


Carey's S10.781 billion budget 
into balance. 


Key provisions require that 


the lottery be operated as a 
separate division within, the 
Department of Taxation and 
Finance, with a director ap- 
pointed by the governor and a 
deputy ditrector appointed by 
the director. Their salaries 
were not spelled out. The pre- 
vious lottery 'was under the 
jurisdiction of the Racing and 
Wagering Board. 


All other jobs in the lottery 


division would become com- 
petitive civil service posts and 
all previous non-managerial 
employes of the lottery who 
were laid off Jan. 1 as the old 
lottery ceased to exist will be 
offered 
jobs 
in 
the 
new 


division. Former employes 
who have obtained other state 
jobs will not be entitled to an 
automatic return to the new 
division. 


A spokesman said about 200 


of the 318 former 
employes 


would be eligible to return to 
the new lottery division. 


A patronage argument over 


salesmen for the lottery ap- 
parently was resolved with the 
civil service agreement. In the 
old lottery, the sales jobs — 
about 40 of them across the 
state — were divided evenly on 
political patronage lines. 


The bill, sponsored by Re- 


publican 
senators 
William 


Conklin and Leon Giufredda 
and Democrat Assemblyman 
Andrew Virgilio, sets aside 
revenue for education on a 
specific basis. 


It provides for a minimum 


grant of $5 per pupil enrolled 
in public schools, $10 for every 
handicapped child and $10 for 
each child in a school for the 
blind and deaf. In addition, 
each school district also would 
get additonal funds based on 
the school aid formula if the 
lottery produced higher than 
anticipated revenue.

done One might be to absolve people 
making over 50 or 100 grand a \ear of anv 
income taxes thus depriving them and 
their tax lawyers, of all exemptions In 
stead, thev would pay a net worth tax on 
everything thev own houses limousines, 
pedigreed dogs and most important, the 
stocks they hold which have shot up in

Stalling Premier Castro

WASHINGTON — Cuban Prime Minister Fidel Castro, strutting m his new role as 
a major Communist figure on the world stage, made a series of blood curdling remarks 
in an unpublished talk in Conakry, Guinea, 10 days ago — when in fact his wings 
had just been clipped in Moscow 


Attacking 
'aggression from imperialism 
and praising "proletarian 
interna- 


tionalism 
Castro shouted a warning that a 'multi African army (would) settle 


accounts once and for all with apartheid' — the separation of white minorities and 
black majorities in white run South Africa and Rhodesia 


Castro's shrill demand that the ' fascist South African government' pull out its 


troops from southern Angola or risk 'total war" 


Behind the threats is the fact that Castro's sudden ele-ation to international 


notoriety in Angola has been at least temporarily offset by rising concerns in Latin 


America over his foreign interventions, and by worry in Mozambique about overt 


Castro help in the coming guerrilla war against Rhodesia To that must be added new 
evidence that the Soviet government has told Castro to cool it 


What Castro did not reveal to his highly nationalistic and Moscow-oriented audience 


m his March 15 speech was this significant fact he had been informed in Moscow 
that British and Soviet negotiations with South Africa had already resulted m 
Johannesburg s agreement to withdraw completely from southern Angola 


In short, he knew that his threats were empty at the time he made them 
Now back in Cuba after his political journey to Moscow for the Communist party 


congress, to Eastern Europe, to Algiers and to Guinea, Castro appears to be under 
some sort of Soviet restrictions on his next move in black, southern Africa Well- 
informed officials here believe that those restrictions include a ban on the use of white 
Cuban soldiers along the soon to explode borders of Mozambique and Rhodesia 


That means any Castro help to newly independent Mozambique (long a Portuguese 


colony) will be severely limited — for the immediate future As we have reported, 
a few Cubans are now in Mozambique, most probably flown there from Angola without 
overflight permission of pro Western Zambia But bulk movement of Castro's 12,000 
to 15,000 Cuban mercenaries to fight in the future war of black Rhodesian 


independence appears to have been ruled out for now — by Moscow 


Castro's face needed saving That explains the trenchant speech m Conakry warning 


of drastic military action against South Africa — predictably followed a lew days later 
by South Africa s announcement that all its troops would be withdrawn Irom southern 
Angola 


Another mark of Castro's lack of freedom of political action was his failure to 


underwrite the newly proclaimed Sahara Democratic Arab Republic during his visit 
to Algiers, even though Algeria itself strongly supports it 


The reason Moscow does not want any new feud with any Arab state Morocco and 


most other Arab countries will never recognize the existence of the Democratic 
Republic, on territory claimed by Morocco and Mauritania 


Back home in the Americas, Castro has been attacked by this country in son of 


the strongest anti Cuban language since President Kennedy resolved the Cub n 
missile crisis almost 14 years ago But the attack on Castro s foreign wars irom 
Washington is now being partially echoed by unmistakable anti Castro criticism 
elsewhere, including Panama where Castro has expended a lot of political effort 
recently 


In a sharp, brief criticism on Castro's export of Cuban soldiers to southern Africa, 


the newspaper Panama America, which often speaks for the government, said Castro's 
attempt to justify his action parallels "interventionist arguments used by other powers 
in the past, including the United States " 


Indeed, reimposition of economic sanctions against Cuba by the Organization of 


American States is by no means impossible That would be a severe loss fo' the 
bearded revolutionary who has ambitions for remaking southern Africa which in 
Angola went well beyond pretension 


But with his wings temporarily clipped by Moscow, Castro's hand may not show 


itself in any large way in Mozambique until the liberation war against Rhodesia gets 
going in earnest — probably not until late summer 


Consequently, the most serious foreign policy question in Washington — whether 


Congress would allow the Ford administration to carry out its sensible threats against 
Castro's continued African maraudings — is not close to being answered

Lawful, But Also Illegal 


WASHINGTON (DPI) - 
Hardly a week goes by without 
new reports on U.S. corpo- 
rations making questionable 
payments to foreign officials. 


Interestingly enough, one of 


the most recent firms to reveal 
such payments apparently was 
unaware that it was involved 
in the practice Only after an 
"internal audit" did it dis- 
cover that it had two "secret 
funds" for that purpose Sur- 
prise! Another firm explained 
that its payments were "not 
illegal 
under 
foreign 
law, 


although they may be con- 
sidered improper" However, 
"some of the payments were 
made to foreign government 
officials under circimstances 
which were illegal in the for- 
eign country." 


If I am reading that right, 


the company is saying that it 
made lawful payments under 
illegal conditions. 


Well, it's easy to understand 


how things like this could hap- 
pen. The International Swizzle 
Stick Corp. can serve as an 
illustration. 


In 1963, ISS develops a new 


self-propelled 
swizzle 
stick. 


Although it is 98 per cent more 
efficient than the conventional 
hand-propelled variety, it en- 
counters unexpected re- 
sistance in overseas markets. 


A case in point is the Re- 


public on Upper Iota, which is 
considering the purchase of 
23,000 swizzle sticks for it navy 
officers' club. 


When Gadsworth Upfixx, 


foreign sales director, calls on 
Commodore Glaus von Frig- 
ate, the club's procurement 


officer, he learns that ISS has 
competition from Der Schnap- 
psgemixen, West Germany's 
largest swizzle stick manufac- 
turer. 


"I would hate to lose this 


sale, but just to show you I'm 
a goodsport I will make you <a 
bet," Upfixx tells von Frigate. 
"I will bet you 540,000 Kalats 
($2980) that you can't sign 
your name on this contract 
with one eye closed." 


"It's a bet," cries the Upper 


lotan, reaching for his pen. 


When the ink is dry he 


chortles, "I knew I could do it. 
I won a bet like that last week 
from a salesman from Der 
Schnappbgemixen." 


So everybody's happy. Up- 


fixx takes home a fat contract. 
Von Frigate has won two bets. 
And Upper Iota has twice as 
many swizzle sticks as it 
needs, which greatly enhances 
its navy's prestige. 


But later, after the Secur- 


ities 
and 
Exchange 
Com- 


mission begins investigating 
overseas payoffs by American 
companies, Upfixx learns that 
gambling is against the law in 
Upper Iota. 


"Hoo boy!" he mutters to 


himself. "That means the 
money I gave to von Frigate 
was an illegal transaction 
This is going to look bad if it 
ever comes out." 


Whereupon he quickly sets 


up secret fund that lists the 
payment as a kickback rather 
than a gambling debt. 


"Kickbacks aren't unlawful 


in Upper Iota," he tells his 
superiors. "Only the circum- 
tances were illegal."

POUGHKEEPSIE - The 
Free Libertarian Party of the 
Mid-Hudson Area says tax- 
payers "are getting fleeced" 
and is calling for a cut in 
government spending. 


Explaining 
that 
everyone 


should know what taxes are 
being paid, the group said, 
"For instance, we know that 
taxes on businesses are really 
a fraud because they have to 
be passed on to the customer 
or sooner or later the business 
goes broke. And everybody 
knows that if businesses go 
broke we lose our jobs. So we 
pay the freight cither way. 


"That's just one instance of 


a hidden tax. Look at the 
property taxes that renters pay 
as part of their rent. Look at 
the income taxes that we pay 
to the state and federal gov- 


ernments so they can send it 
back to us as "aid," minus a 
huge handling charge that goes 
into the pockets of armies of 
bureaucrats. 
We're 
getting 


fleeced. 


"No, we're sick of taxes, all 


taxes, the hidden ones the ones 
that slap you in the face on 
April 15. It's no good to cut one 
tax and raise others to stick on 
someone else. And it's no good 
to run deficits that you pay for 
by printing more funny money 
and causing inflation that tax- 
es you another 10 per cent a 
year. To cut taxes for real 
you've got to cut spending. 
Which means you've got to cut 
government 
down 
to 
size. 


Which means you've got to fire 
bureaucrats so that they can 
go out and get honest jobs. 


We Libertarians know that 


you have the right to keep all 
the money you earn and spend 
it just as you see fit. If any 
person or group forces you to 
give up some of your money 
against your will, that person 
or group that steals calls itself 
the government.

"We certainly would like to 


thank that fireman," Mrs. 
Cobb, 65, told the Freeman. 
"It was a pretty desperate situ- 
ation." Mr. Cobb, 72, was hos- 
pitalized for a week after the 
fire. 


Heppner, 26, and his wife 


are the parents of an infant 
son. The award winning fire- 
man was appointed pro- 
visionally to the Kingston Fire 
Department on June 20, 1970 
and earned permanent ap- 
pointment the following Octo- 
ber 17. 


Heppner was selected by a 


Professional Fire Fighters Lo- 
cal 461 Fire Fighter Commit- 
tee which included Lt. Wil- 
liam Schwerdtfeger and Fire 
Fighters Robert Gollnick and 
Dennis Lenahan. The award 
period covered March 1, 1975 
to Feb. 29, 1976. 


The text of their recommen- 


dation describes the events as 
follows; 


"On the morning of Feb. 23, 


at 9;36 A.M., units of the 
Kingston Fire Department re- 
sponded to a reported fire at 
Wiltwyck Gardens, Albany 
Avenue, Senior Citizens 
Apartment 5-B, first floor. 


"As the first arriving fire 


fighters raced across the 
courtyard, they were advised 
by excited by-standers that 
two elderly people, one of 
which was bedridden, were 
trapped in apartment 6-B, 
which was located directly 
over the fire apartment. ' 


"Fire Fighters John Heppner 


and Paul Fisher raced up the 
steps to the second floor land- 
ing and attempted to gain ac- 
cess to apartment 6-B. 


"The thick, acred, choking 


smoke made it impossible for 
them to advance further 
without the aid of self-con- 
tained breathing apparatus. 
Consequently they were forced

tion. 


"It was obvious that the 


elderly couple, Mr. and Mrs. 
Cobb, could not last much 
longer under these adverse 
conditions. Fire Fighter Hep- 
pner, equipped with a Scott 
Pak, again raced up the steps 
made his way into the apart- 
ment. As he entered the first 
room, he began a methodical 
search 
for the occupants. 


Groping in zero visibility he 
found nothing. 


"The fire, which was directly 


below, had intensified and was 
filling the room with super 
heated air. Due to the intense 
heat, which made his position 
impossible to maintain, Hep- 
pner was again forced 
to 


withdraw from apartment 6-B. 


"The only avenue of escape 


left for Mr. and Mrs. Cobb was 
through an'outside rescue and 
a ladder was raised to a second 
floor window. 


"Having some knowledge of 


where Mr. and Mrs. Cobb 
might be located, Heppner 
climbed the ladder and at- 


tempted to squeeze through 
the small window opening. It 
soon became obvious that en- 
try could not be made due to 
the cumbersome Scott Pak on 
his back. He quickly removed 
his breathing apparatus and 
dove headlong through the 
window. 


"Heppner was now able to 


quickly locate Mr. Cobb who 
was lying on his bed and pick- 
ing him up in his arms, carried 
him to the window where he 
then handed him to Fire 
Fighter 
Gordon 
Purhamus, 


who was perched atop the lad- 


der. Taking u quick gulp (if 
fresh air, he now returned to 
the bed and picking Mrs. Cobb 
up in his arms, carried her to 
the window, where Purhamus 
was again awaiting to ease the 
victim down the ladder. 
. 
"Mr. and Mrs. Cobb were 


transported to the Kingston 
Hospital by ambulance. Mrs. 
Cobb was treated for smoke 
inhalation at the emergency 
room and released. Cobb how- 
ever, was admitted to the hos- 
pital suffering from the effects 
of smoke inhalation.

The various animals kept on 


a farm have natural tenden 
cies that can often be put to 
good use One fine example is 
the distinctive habit of the 
hog he roots up the ground — 
lifting and turning the soil 
with his strong nose — in a 
constant search for food 


Anyone who keeps a few pigs 


for meat 
can utilize the 


creatures' urge to dig by fenc 
ing them into a small area for 
a few days, where they're al 
lowed to plow or'till a garden, 
work up a grassy plot for luture 
planting or clear a weeds 
brushy piece of land for use as 
pasture

place for pigs thej make good 
use of cull produce, fertilue 
the area with their rich ma 
nure and work up the ground 
so that minerals in the subsoil

move the growing area, you 
can get the same effect bv

of course >ou must be sure the 
garden fence is hogetight, if 
there is no fence, >ou'l! have to 
build one Electricall) charged 
wires are easv to set up and — 
properly installed — will turn 
any pig If you have a charger 
it's a good wa> to go Other 
wise, woven wire at least 32 or 
36 inches high is satisfactory 


The smaller the plot s area 


by the way the higher the 
barrier around it must be 
because pigs become steadilj 
more determined to escape as 
their living space is restricted 
You maj also need to run a 
strand of barbed wirp along the 
bottom of the fence or nail 
boards next to the ground to 
help keep the -ascals from 
squirming under 


You should thmk about 


housing for your "hired 
hands," too The pigs should 
have a temporary shelter dur- 
ing their stay in the garden, 
especially if the weather is on 
the nasty side This can be a 
portable wooden structure, a 
quickly made hut of straw 
bales or anything else tnat 
does the job of keeping the 
animals warm and drv 


How many pigs should vou 


sign up for your gardening 
crew9 


Well one or two, if that's all 


you own But if vou keep a 
larger herd and have a choice, 
a couple of large hogs or per 
haps four or five jounger 
animals will handily plow a 
medium sized 
garden

creatures are the sooner the 
job will be done 


A pigpen that is located fair ' 


K near che garden makes for 
convenience at moving time 
The animals can be trans 
ported in a hog crate or lured 
in with food 


Once there, they run around 


the enclosure for a while and 
look it over Then thej begin 
to chomp on vegetables and 
ueeds and soon the)'re tilling 
the soil and improving the 
patch with their valuable ma 
nure 


If plent> of waste vegetables 


are available the hogs wont 
need much additional feed 
during their visit — but thev 
will need their usual amount of 
fresh water 


The practice of letting hogs 


prepare land is almost as good 
for the gardener as it is for the 
garden

porkers 
help 


stretch \our time and labor by 
doing the work and they save

you gasoline, too, since — once 
they've been over a piece of 
land — you probably won't 
need to plow it with a tractor 
or tiller 


Meanwhile, of course, you're 


economizing on whatever you 
normally feed the animals 
And if you were going to give 
them the waste vegetables an- 
yhow, letting the pigs help 
themselves spares you the la- 
bor of picking and hauling 


But what about the hogs9 


Well, they win too, what with 
plenty of vegetables and fresh 
roots to eat, valuable trace 
minerals to absorb from the 
soil, a clean living space, fresh

Knicks Are Setting, 


Suns Are Rising

When Phoenix traded Charlie Scott to 


the Boston Celtics for reserve guard Paul 
Westphal and a pair of No. 2 draft choices 
last summer, the socalled experts accused 
Red Auerbach of picking the pockets of 
Suns' General Manager Jerry Colangelo. 


As happens so often, the "experts" were 


wrong. For a change, the deal was truly 
one that benefited both teams. 


On one hand, Scott has helped the 


Celtics weather 
an 
injury 
to John 


Havlicek, get their runnine game into 
high gear and clinch the Atlantic Division 
title. 


At the same time, though, Westphal, 


given an opportunity to play regularly for 
the first time in his pro career, has 
developed into one of the league's finest 
one-on-one players and transtormed a 
mediocre Phoenix team which hasn't 
made the playoffs since Connie Hawkins 
stormed the southwest six years ago into 
a bonafide threat in the NBA playoffs. 


Unfortunately the same can't be said 


for the New York Knicks. 


The Knicks were eliminated from the 


playoffs for the first time since 1966 when 
Westphal poured in 29 points Tuesday 
night as Phoenix trounced New York 113- 
97 for its seventh straight victory. 


New York Coach Red Holzman was 


understandably 
dismayed, though his 


team's expulsion from the playoffs wasn't 
unexpected. 


"It's a shame," Hol?man said. "I'm 


unhappy about it but I can accept it. I 
thought at the start of the season that 
we'd top last year's 40 victories but we 
have only 34." 


The Suns, meanwhile, seemed doomed 


to suffer the same fate as the Knicks a 
month ago. They were 23-30 and mired in 
the cellar of the NBA Pacific Division. 


"Since we got Gar Heard from Buffalo 


and since Rickey Sobers started, we've 
acquired more confidence," Westphal ex- 
plained. 


That confidence has culminated in 16- 


6 burst and boosted the Suns into second 
place, a halfgame ahead of Seattle and 
two games in front of Los Angeles in the 
battle for the two remaining playoff spots 
in the NBA West. 


"I'm sure confident that we'll be in 


there and that we'll make a good playoff 
showing," said Westphal, who has aver- 
aged more than 20 points a game. "But 
two months ago, my confidence was at a 
different level; I wouldn't have placed my 


mortgage on playoff possibilities then." 


In other NBA games, Buffalo downed 


Boston 93-83, Cleveland topped Houston 
95-86, San Francisco defeated Chicago 
94- -84, Milwaukee edged Atlanta 130-126 
and Portland trimmed Kansas City 114- 
113. 


In the only ABA game, Denver routed 


St. Louis 133-112. 


Braves 93, Celtics 83 


Bob McAdoo outscored Dave Cowens 


29-2 and Buffalo, statistically the worst 
defensive team in the NBA, played sharp 
defense to rebound from two straight 
lopsided losses. Ken Charles added 16 
points and Randy Smith 
and John 


Shumate each had 15 for the Braves. 
Scott led Boston with 13 points. 


Cavs 95, Rockets 86 


Cleveland reduced its magic number to 


one for clinching a playoff berth when Jim 
Cleamons and Campy Russell divided 38 
points and Jim Brewer set a club rebound 
record by grabbing 10 to up his total to 
805. 


Warriors 94, Bulls 84 


Golden State's Rick Barry scored 24 


points and Phil Smith added 23 to hand 
Chicago its seventh straight defeat. The 
victory was the sixth in seven games for 
the Pacific Division champions. Bobby 
Wilson had a career high 28 points for the 
Bulls. 


Bucks 130, Hawks 126 


Elmore Smith scored a season high 31 


points, including the winning basket, to 
help Milwaukee hand Atlanta its llth 
straight defeat and first under interim 
coach Gene Tormohlen, who rseplaced 
Cotton 
Fitzsimmons 
Tuesday.

Brokaw had 23 points and Brian Winters 
22 as the Bucks pushed their lead to two 
games over Detroit in the Midwest 
Division.

He Was Last to Know 


MILWAUKEE (UPI) - Cotton Fitzsim- 
mons, it seems, was one of the last to 
know he had been fired as head coach by 
the Atlanta Hawks. 


Fitzsimmons was given word of his 


dismissal Tuesday not long before the 
Hawks met the Milwaukee Bucks at the 
Milwaukee Arena, a game Milwaukee 
won in overtime 130126. However, the 
interim coach who guided the Hawks 
against the Bucks, former assistant Gene 
Tormohlen, knew of the firing Monday. 


"I heard it yesterday in Atlanta," 


Tormohlen said Tuesday night. 
"But 


Cotton was here. The team had been on 
the road. We tried to get a hold of him 
and there was a mixup in rooms. They 
kept ringing the wrong room and they 
couldn't contact him until today." 


Tormohlen said he had been "complete- 


ly surprised" at the announcement of the 
dismissal. He was in Atlanta because he 
had been doing some scouting for the' 
team. 


In Atlanta the announcement was 


made by Hawks' President and General 
Manager Bud Seretean, who said the 
search for a permanent coach would begin 
immediately. Seretean said that the de- 


cision was made "after a careful eval- 
uation of all factors" because a change 
was needed, and that it would enable the 
team to evaluate its personnel for next 
year. 


Tormohlen was asked if he wanted the 


head coaching job and he said he hasn't 
"really discussed it. It's not a thing you 
can say yes or no to." 


Fitzsimmons left town quickly without 


a word to the team or news media but 
Tormohlen said he took it well and that 
"he'll meet with his players in Atlanta. 
He's a pro. He took it like a pro but he 
was a bit surprised. He was a little 
surprised to be fired at this point." 


Fitzsimmons must have known his job 


was in jeopardy and that an eventual 
parting of the way with Atlanta was 
probable, but not that it would come 
before the end of the season. 


He was in his fourth year as Hawk 


coach after two years as Phoenix and 
Atlanta had lost its last 10 games—11 
counting the Milwaukee loss—and had a 
season mark of 28-46. The handwriting 
was on the wall and one player said 
Fitzsimmons had already indicated he 
wouldn't be back next year. 


Tampa, Seattle Happy With Picks 


NEW YORK (UPI) - two different 
coaching philosophies of how to build 
respectability in the National Football 
League have surfaced as the two incoming 
franchises — Tampa Bay and Seattle- 
begin stocking their rosters for their in- 
itial seasons. 


The Tampa Bay Buccaneers, relying on 


General Manager-Coach John McKay's 
knowledge of West Coast football talent, 
utilized the veteran allocation draft Tues- 
day to load up on offensive players. 


The Seattle Seahawks and their coach, 


Jack Patera, who built the Minnesota 
Vikings' front four, went to work piecing 
together a defense. 


And when the draft was concluded, the 


two teams had amassed a far superior 
pool of talent from which to build than 
they had expected prior to their selec- 
tions. 


"We came out with a pretty good basic 


roster," said McKay, who landed some 
solid running backs in Harold Hart, Louis 
Carter and Manfred Moore. "The players 
available were of a higher caliber than we 
had expected." 


"Overall, we were a little surprised at 


some of the players available to us," said 
Patera, who swiped an excellent crop of 
linebackers in Mike Curtis, Ken Geddes 
and Ken Hutcherson. "We may not have 
drafted 39 good football players but we do 
have overall a very good nucleus." 


Tampa Bay also picked up tight end 


Bob Moore from Oakland, giving the 
Buccaneers all three of the players the 
Raiders were scheduled to lose. Each 
team lost three players as the two new 
clubs stockpiled their initial roster of 39 
players. 


McKay also took four of his former 


players at Southern California—his son 
J.K. McKay from Cleveland, running 
back Anthony Davis from the New York 


Jets, linebacker Jimmy Gunn from the 
New York Giants and running back 
Moore from Sen Francisco. 


Davis was a surprise selection because 


he has already signed to play next season 
with the Toronto Argonauts of the Cana- 
dian Football League. 


"Davis was certainly the best player the 


Jets put up," said McKay. "He's one of 
the best players in America today and he 
was just sitting there so we decided to 
take him. Sure he's going to Canada but 
he can change his mind and come back." 


The Seahawks not only drafted the 


nucleus of a good linebacking unit, but 
also loaded up in the secondary with Al 
Matthews from Green Bay and Eddie 
McMillan 
from 
Los 
Angeles—former 


starters with their respective teams—plus 
Rondy Colbert 
from 
the 
New York 


Giants, Dwayne Crump from St. Louis 


and Dave Brown from Pittsburgh. 


"The defensive backs and linebackers 


we came up with are very impressive," 
said Patera. "To have a good defense you 
have to have experience and the only way 
to get that is to get guys who have played. 
In Curtis, Geddes, Hutcherson, Matthews 
and McMillan, we have guys who have 
played." 


Both McKay and Patera agreed that 


the 26 established clubs were quite pro- 
tective of their defensive linemen, which 
explains why only 10 were seJected. Of 
those, only Pat Toomay of Buffalo has 
had any great success in the NFL. 
Toomay was taken by Tampa. 


Only two quarterbacks were taken, both 


by Seattle. They were Neil Graff, the No. 
3 man last year at New England, and 
Gary Keithley, a third stringer at St.

Young McKay was one of four former 


Trojans selected by the Buccaneers. 


Louis. The Seahawks also took the only 
three tight ends— Ron Howard of Dallas, 
John McMakin of Detroit and Charles 
Waddell of San Diego. 


Two of the biggest surprises in the draft 


both came out of Miami when Tampa 
Bay landed linebacker Doug Swift and 
Seattle claimed former All-Pro tackle 
Norm Evans. 


Swift, 27, was a starter on the Dolphin 


Super Bowl winning teams but has in- 
dicated he will quit football to enroll in 
dental school at the University of Penn- 
sylvania. Evans, one of two remaining 
original Dolphins, apparently lost his 
starting job to Barrel Carlton, a first- 
round choice from Tampa last year. 
Evans is 33. 


In addition to Brown, Pittsburgh's No. 


1 draft pick last year, the world champion 
Steelers also lost tackle Dave Reavis to 
Tampa Bay and linebacker Ed Bradley to 
Seattle. 


In addition to Howard, NFC champ 


Dallas lost linebacker Cal Peterson to 
Tampa Bay and defensive back Roland 
Woolsey to Seattle. 


In all, there were 17 defensive backs 


taken, 16 interior linemen, 14 linebackers, 
10 defensive linemen, eight runnings 
backs and a similar number of wide 
receivers, three tight ends and two quar- 
terbacks. 


The protection lists of the established 


clubs, the players with which the teams 
filled and the order of players selected by 
Tampa Bay and Seattle were not re- 
leased. 


The next step in the new clubs' building 


process comes next week when all 28 
teams take part in the college draft. 
Tampa Bay will have the initial pick of 
the draft and Seattle will select second. 
The positions were reversed in Tuesday's 
allocation draft. 


Seaver and Mets Nearing Agreement 


Tom Seaver and the New York Mets 


seem ready to kiss and make up. 


The "love affair" between Seaver, a

meeting with McDonald. "On Monday I 
received my first offer from the Mets 
which I did not accept. 1 have just talked 
to McDonald and given him what I leel 
to be a reasonable and fair proposal, 
something that is not outlandish at all." 


"We are trying to maintain a salary 


structure we can live with," commented 
McDonald. "If we can satisfy Tom, 1 
would have to say the trade talks involv- 
ing him would end. If we come to terms 
we certainly want him in our organiza- 
tion." 


It is understood that the Mets and 


Seaver have agreed to a three-year con- 
tract hut that they are between 850,000 
and $100,000 apart on money. Seaver had 
a 22-9 record and a 2.38 earned run 
average and won his third C\ Young 
Award in 1975.

Nicklaus Gets Up for 'Major' Tourney 


ATLANTA (UPI) - Jack Nicklaus only 
plays about a third of the pro golt tour 
and might not play that often if he didn't 
feel a certain amount of competition is 
necessary to prepare for the 
"major" 


championships. 


Nicklaus makes no bones about the fact 


that his chief interest these days, in so tar 
as playing golf that is, lies in trying to add 
to his already record number of "major" 
titles. 


Money is no longer a real factor. The 36- 


year-old "Golden Bear" has earned more 
than S2.6 million during his 15 years on 
the pro golf tour and a lot more with his 
;>ther business interests. 


The way Nicklaus views it, he'll be best 


remembered for the string of "major" 
wins he leaves behind. 


His list already is impressive. He's won 


five Masters, four PGA Championships, 
three U.S. Opens, two British Opens and 
two U.S. Amateurs. 


That adds up to 16 "majors" and the 


closest to him is the late Bobby Jones who 
had 13. 


Nicklaus points his golf game to those 


'major" tournaments and it has really 
;jaid off. He appeared in all four of the 


"major" pro events in eac!i ol the past 14 
years and has accumulated 14 victories, 
il seconds and seven thirds. 


That's 32 top-three finishes lor Jack 


Nicklaus in 56 tries — and third or better 
nearh 60 per cent ol the time in the 
world's most prestigious golf tournaments 
puts Nicklaus in a class by himself. 


Nicklaus became the first five-time 


Masters champ last year, breaking out of 
a tie with Arnold Palmer who has been 
fading into the background the past few 
years. 


And he's the man you've got to pick 'as 


the favorite for next week's Masters. 


"I'm not denying that there is a certain 


pleasure 
any 
time you win," said 


Nicklaus. "But the thrill of winning one 
of the 'majors' is far greater than winning 
at one of the regular stops on the tour. 


"I realize there are .some who disagree 


with me. But, as far as I am concerned, 
the real test of golfing greatness is win- 
ning the big tournaments." 


Nicklaus went to Augusta early, as 


usual, to put the finishing touches on his 
golf game for the Masters. 
' 


He's played in only five of 13 tour- 


naments so far this year, but has already 


won more than $90,000 — two thirds of 
that coming when he won the Tournamen 
Players Championship at Inverrary. The 
TPC has been held only three times and 
Nicklaus won two of those. 


"I don't rate the TPC alongside the 'big 


four,' at least not yet," said Nicklaus. 
"But, one of these days it is going to 
become recognized as a 'major' tour- 
nament and when that happens, I'd like 
lo have a few of those championships to 
add to my total." 


A little more than a decade ago, the 


Masters and Arnold Palmer were 
synonymous. Palmer won every other 
year from 1958 to 1964 and was among the 
leaders in the intervening years. 


But Nicklaus has been the command- 


ing figure at Augusta since. 


Nicklaus, who became the youngest 


Masters champ when he won at age 23 in 
1963, set a Masters record of 17 under par 
when he won in 1965; became the first 
back-to-back Masters winner in 1966; 
ciuight Palmer in 1972; and became that 
tournament's only five-time winner last 
year. 


Critics charge that the Augusta Na- 


tional was tailor-made for Arnold Palmer 


and has the same fit for the long-hitting 
Nicklaus. 


Nicklaus concedes that the National 


course, with its wide fairways and huge 
greens, favors his style of play. But he 
also insists that it is his burning desire to 
do well in the "majors" that most affects 
his play at Augusta. 


Nicklaus "major" showing the past five 


years has been remarkable. In that peri- 
od, he has had six victories and finished 
fourth or better 16 out of 20 times. 


One goal that has eluded Nicklaus has 


been the so-called professional "grand 
slam" — winning the Masters, the U.S. 
and British opens and the PGA all in the 
same year. 


The closest he ever came was in 1972 


when he won the Masters and the U.S. 
Open, then finished second behind Lee 
Trevino in the British Open. 


"Every 
year, 
the 
challenge 
offers 


itself," said Nicklaus. "It starts with 
Augusta since only the Masters winner 
stays in the running for the 'slam." 


And that's the main reason — despite 


the week-to-week showing of people like 
Hubert Green, Hale Irwin and Johnny 
Miller — you have to make Jack Nicklaus 
the favorite next week at the Masters.

Conditions Good for Trout Season Opener 


Tomorrow night in Monticello, New York, U.S.A., a man 


will be shot out of a cannon, a husband and wife team will 
walk on a high wire without a net below them, balloons will 
be sold as will cotton candy and popcorn. And all the while 
several roving groups of musicians will circulate for the 
paying customers. There'll be a Mexican Mariachi band, a 
Polish Polka trio, some Italian folk singers, and a barbershop 
quartet. 


Just to prove that it isn't playing an April Fool's joke, 


Monticello Raceway, site of the nearest thing to Barnum 
and Bailey this side of Madison Square Garden, will 
indeed offer 10 harness races as it opens its 19th season 
of operation. 


They're calling it a Circus Festival and they're telling you 


right up front what it's all about. Monticello Raceway may 
be under new leadership, but it still feels promotions bring 
people to the turnstiles. When the turnstiles click there's a 
good chance the parimutual machines will be busy too, even 
with business from those who'd rather watch the Great 
Zacchini go eight furlongs in about 10 seconds than see some 
four-legged animal pull a little buggy twice around a circle. 


"I am the bridge between the old and the new," says 


Monticello's 66-year-old president S. Harvey Fosner. 
"My relationship with this track goes back to its origin 
19 years ago. There will be no change in philosophy, but 
rather an extension of the track's philosophy. We want 
to accomplish what we started and that is to offer the 
finest racing, the finest track, in the New York City- 
Catskill region. 


"We have learned by experience that what the public 


wants is promotion. Some large tracks don't find it necessary 
to attract fans. Our executive committee is now completing 
a program for us that may make this year better than in 
the past." 


Speak of the past and you're talking about that old 


ringmaster himself Leon Greenberg. Give Greenberg 
credit. When he was president of Monticello Raceway he 
became the Bill Veeck of harness racing. He improved 
the calibre of racing and he pulled in throngs of new 
people with rock shews, a playground for the kiddies, 
and even a discotheque, among other innovations. 


Greenberg is gone now. A mail fraud conviction has put 


him on the shelf, probably forever. But his policies, live on 
And why not? Although the average nightly crowd slipped 
a bit last summer, MR attracted a record 859,694 people for 
a record 197 programs and that's a far cry from that first 
season back in 1958 when 327,259 folks showed up lor a mere 
74 racing dates. 


Monticello has never made any bones about it. It wants 


to offer first-rate harness racing, as good as a track its 
size can present. That's what it's in business to do. But 
it is in business, and if Ike and Tina Tuner or Harry 
James or The Great Zacchini will help business, so be 
it. 


Fosner does want certain things made clear. First and 


foremost, Monticello is in the harness racing business and 
as such must be ready to answer to the public. 


"I am proud of the integrity of racing," he says. "And 


I am proud of the job we do inside. We are dedicated to 
maintain the integrity of racing. I hope you understood 
that. Our doors are open to the media and anyone else. 


Fosner is sensitive to questions of track integrity. He 


didn't mention Greenberg by name when he made this 
analogy: "When a banker is indicted, the press doesn't damn 
all bankers." Complete the next sentance yourself. 


There appears to be no question that Fosner is con- 


cerned with maintaining high standards of harness 
racing at Montice'Jo. He is bothered by the squeeze the 
track is in. It can't compete with nearby tracks that are 
offering large purses, thus it may not be able to attract 
first-rate horses. The answer, it would seem, is to turn 
the half-tie oval into a -In mile track and pull in the young 
colts and fillys whose careers begin on this type of 
facility. 


He also is anxious to revamp the track's paddock, not only 


to increase its size, but to allow the average i'an to see a horse 
readied for a race, as it now can at most thoroughbred 
tracks. 


"You might wonder why all paddocks in New York 


State look like prisons," he smiled. "That's because the 
standards were set when a former New York City police 
commissioner was on the harness racing commission." 


You look at Harvey Fosner's biography and you know why 


he can b e so dedicated to Monticello Raceway. After all, 
he started as a law assistant to the famed Samuel S. 
Lcib./witz back in the 19JOS, later held several influential 
positions in Washington, and still later was the long-time 
executive vice-president at Roosevelt Raceway When Mon- 
ticello called him to take the president's job in the wake of 
the Greenberg emergency, Fosner was just beginning life as 
a retired person in Florida. Now here he is calling the shots 
at the state's third largest harness, plant. 


How long can Harvey Fosner give it his all at Monticello? 
"As long as I live," he says.

Motley. "Paul Brown was the greatest coach 1 ever saw and 
I liked him. He taught me a lot about life, but 1 felt he could've 
handled my trade to Pittsburgh a little different. I liked 
Pittsburgh. Mr. (Art) Rooney and I struck up a friendship that 
has lasted to this day. He always sends me a box of cigars, and 
I never go to Pittsburgh that I don't call him." 


After putting in one season with the Steelers, Motley's knee 


couldn't take it anymore. He quit at the end of 1955. He was 
35 years old. 


Motley remembers one game in 1951. He was playing in the 


Pro Bowl against John Canady, a big linebacker for the New 
York Giants, who had always given him-trouble. 


"1 never saw Anything like -it," Motley says, laughing. 


"Everywhere I went, Canady followed me. Everywhere! Finally 
I said to him, 'John, what in hell is happening?' He said he 
was only doing what his coach, Steve Owen, told him.

Junior Tennis Seeking Funds 


KINGSTON — The newly-formed National Junior Tennis 
League has the available courts and quipment to launch the 
1976 season, but the most crucial need at the moment is 
money, according to Ronald F. Woods, a member of the 
Recreation Commission. 


The Recreation Commission has set up a committee to 


operate the NJTL program in its first year in Kingston. 
Members of the committee are Joe Mannello, Ron Schoon- 
maker, Rich Amato, Joe White, Nan Slutsky and Sue 
Jordan. The committee's organizational meeting is sched- 
uled April 5. 


"One of our main problems is financing the program," said 


Woods. "Any resident or organization interested in making 
a tax deductible contribution may send a check payable to 
the NJTL of Kingston and mail it to the Kingston 
Recreation Department, 467 Broadway, Kingston, N.Y. 
12401." 


The Kingston Trust Company and Kingston Area Tennis 


Association have contributed financially to the program. 
"Our other alternative," said Woods, "would be to have a 
tennis benefit match similar to the Fred Stoole exhibition 


and clinic last summer." 
. 


"Sandy Mayer has agreed to do it, but he is asking a 5>oW 


fee," Woods explained. "We are also trying to persuade 
Clark Graebner to come to Kingston but so far we have been 
unsuccessful." 


In addition to the aforementioned financial donations, 


NJTL will receive 30 tennis rackets, courtesy oi the Eastern 
Tennis Association and the Rawlings Company. 


"As far as the facilites are concerned," said Woods, "the 


4-court complex at the MJM school is scheduled to be 
started in'May, with the city and school systems each 
contributing $10,000. One of the first projects to be started 
under the Community Development Program will be the two 
new lighted courts at Loughran and Hasbrouck Park." 


The city public works department will construct the courts 


at MJM, while the courts at Loughran and Hasbrouck will 
be put out for bid. The Hutton Park courts which were re- 
surfaced last summer will have new posts, cranks and nets. 


Other plans for the summer will include the continuation 


of the men's and women's team tennis league and the Junior 
Tennis Tournament, with doubles being added.

HARRISBURG, Pa. (UPI) - 
How would you like to make a 
bundle of money by investing 
in the greed and stupidity of 
your best friends and nei«h 
bors' 


Would it bother you to find 


out later that you made money 
on a false promise at the ex- 
pense of people who believed 
in your scheme9 


, Well, that'b exactly what is 
happening in dozens of towns 
across Pennsylvania where a 
twist on the old chain-letter 
scheme — this time using U S 
Savings Bonds — is thriving 


Here is how the scheme 


works 


You pay $37 50 for a list of 


10 names and the right to sell 
that list for S37 50 to two other 
people 


Then you put your name on 


the bottom of the list and send 
two $25 savings bonds to the 
person whose name is at the 
top You scratch off the top 
name and sell the list to two 
others 


The promoters of the scheme 


claim that when your name 
reaches the top of the list, you 
will receive S38 000 in savings 
bonds — all for an investment 
of $37 50 that you make up 
when vou sell the list to two 
other people 


The gimmick is as old as the 


hills and roughly as reliable as 
the eloquent promise of a 
snake oil salesman who insists 
his product will return vigor to 
a body sapped of its vital 
juices by the hectic scramble 
of modern life 


Put yourself in the position 


of a mathematician for a mo 
ment and draw a chart oi what 
happens when the scheme be 
gins to roll 


It would look like a pyramid, 


with the originator at the top 
The longer the scheme goes, 
the bigger the bottom laver of 
the pyramid gets 


The beauh of the system is 


that it actuallv works for the 
people whose names are at the

A Remarkable Document to Get Close Look

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Studies Indicate the Hudson May Be Healthier Than We Think

BEAR MOUNTAlN-There 
is a belief that long after man 
has departed this planet the 
Hudson River will continue its 
silent and relentless ebb and 
flow; that it will have survived 
our best efforts to destroy it; 
that the fish and organisms 
that thrive between its banks 
will have the last laugh on 
predator man. 


There exists a small and 


underfinanced association of 
scientists, educators and en- 
vironmentalists 
who would 


like to see the river survive 
with the help of man, not in 


spite of man. The recently 
concluded symposium ol the 
Hudson River Environmental 
Society give some indication 
of thejjreadth of the problem; 
it also proved the extent to 
which some are committed to 
meet and solve that problem 


During the three-day sym- 


posium held at Bear Moun- 
tain, more than 20 scientific 
papers were presented that 
dealt with the Hudson River 
and 
the 20th century in- 


trusions that atfect its environ- 
ment. But there was an op- 
timistic tone throughout that 
indicates the river isn't in 


nearly as bad a shape as many 
peopfe think. 


That the Hudson River is, 


indeed, alive and well was 
indicated by Carol Hudson, a 
research associate who pre- 
sented a paper Tuesdaj after- 
noon on behalf of Dr. C. Lavett 
Smith of the Museum of Natu- 
ral Histroy, 


She noted that some 120 


species of fish have been iden- 
tified with the Hudson River 
in historic literature; that with 
new additions that number is 
now closer to 130. Despite the 
human "uses and abuses" of 
the mer, she said, there are 


more fish swimming its waters 
now than when Henry Hudson 
sailed up the valley in 1609. 


Ms. Hudson pointed out, 


however, that biological re- 
search of the Hudson has been 
badly neglected; for that rea- 
son, environmentalists really 
aren't sure to what extent 
many species of fish exist in 
the river. 


"Our knowledge of Hudson 


River fishlife is far from com- 
plete," said Ms. Hudson, quot- 
ing from Dr. Smith's report. 
"There has been a lack of 
interest in the river's fishing

phasized that some com- 
mercial species such as bhad 
and striped bass, remain eco- 
nomically important to the 
river valley. At the same time, 
sport fishing for striped bass, 
eels and white perch has in- 
creased significantly. 


But there is some indication, 


she added, that human in- 
trusions (pollution, for the 
most part) have tended to fa- 
vor the more tolerant species 
of fish, such as, the carp, while 
other species have found it 
more difficult to survive. 


"The composition and abun- 


dance of species is constantly 
changing." she said. "There 
have been general increases in 
many species and no fish spec- 
ies has been known to disap- 
pear from the river

One of the important human 


intrusions that has affected 
the Hudson River environment 
are the power plants, both 
nuclear and fossil fuel, that 
have been built in th last 
several decades. Several large 
fish kills have occurred specifi- 
cally at Indian Point. 


Paul Muessig of Texas In- 


struments Inc. reported Tues- 
day that
